Settlement of the problems in 
volved will be reached with the 
exercise of a spirit of co-opera 
tion. and fair play on both sides. 

The President read and discussed 
the report of the special board in 
a conference here yesterday with 
Frances Perkins, Secretary of La- 
bor, and Gov.

Strike leaders, pleased with the 
board’s report, which they charac- 
terized as “an indictment” of mill 
owners, explained that the strike 
could be ended only by instructions 
from the executive council. 

A vote to accept the report was 
expected late today or by tomor- 
row, if manufacturers also accept- 
ed the recommendations of the 
President’s board and agreed to 
take back all strikers without dis- 
crimination. 

The strike committee, headed by 
Francis J. Gorman, was anxious, in 
view of the appeal by the President 
that the strikers return to the mills 
at once, to make clear that author- 
ity to end the walkout must come 
from the executive council, which 
comprises union executives in all 
divisions of the industry. 

If the strikers return to the mills 
tomorrow, it was estimated’ the 
strike would have cost the workers 
approximately $15,000,000 in loss of 
pay. There have been 14 deaths, 
scores of injuries, widespread use of 
state militia and hundreds of ar- 
rests. 

The spokesman for the operators, 
George A. Sloan, announced he 
would “confer promptly with mem- 
bers of the Cotton Textile Code 
Authority so as to determine what 
means they will take to ascertain 
the views of the industry.” 

Board’s Recommendations. 

The board, headed by Gov. John 
G. Winant of New Hampshire, rec- 
ommended: 

A textile labor relations board 
to protect labor’s rights. 

A survey by government agen- 
cies to determine whether the in- 
dustry can “support an equal or 
a greater number of employes at 
higher wages.” 

A second board to regulate the 
stretch-out—a system whereby 
workers are given a greater num- 
ber of machines to operate. 

An inquiry by the Department 
of Labor to assist in settling the 
problem of differentials between 
prescribed minimum wages and the 
wages above the minimum. 

The board expressed the hope 
that, on the basis of the recom- 
mendations, the United Textile 
Workers would call off the strike 
and that employers would take 
back workers “without discrimina- 
tion.” President Roosevelt referred 
to the report as “excellent.” 

A meeting of the executive coun- 
cil of the U. T. W. was called for 
today to act on the proposals. Fran- 
cis J. Gorman, chairman of the 
strike committee, said last night the 
report appeared to be an “indict- 
ment of management.” 

“T believe the Winant board has 
done a conscientious piece of work” 
he said, “but whether it constitutes 
the basis for hope attributed to it 
by the Secretary“of Labor it is not 
possible to say tonight.

BAUTZEN Germany, Sept. 21.— 
The State’s Attorney’s office here to- 
day revealed that Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann, German held in New 
York as the man who received the 
$50,000 ransom money in the Lind- 
bergh kidnaping, apparently was 
planning to return to Germany soon. 

The office, which has jurisdiction 
over the town of Kamenz, where 
Hauptmann’s mother lives, said 
“The statute of limitations applies 
to the offense with which Haupt- 
mann is charged in Germany, so 
that German authorities have no of- 
ficial interest in him.” 

(Authorities at’ Kamenz _§ said 
Hauptmann broke jail while under 
arrest for theft, and was sentenced 
“in absentia” to four years for “a 
major theft.’’) 

“His mother, two months ago, 
filed a formal request to wipe out 
the existing charges against 
Hauptmann on the’ ground that 
they were invalidated through su- 
perannuation (operation of the stat- 
ute of limitations), it was stated at 
the attorney’s office. 

“She said her son wanted to re- 
turn to Germany. Her request nat- 
urally was granted.”

“Worst News of All,” Prisoner’s 69- 
Year-Old Mother Says. 

KAMENZ, Germany, Sept. 21. — 
Local residents said today that 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann, arrest- 
ed in New York, was the town’s 
bad boy. Even before he was sent 
to jail in 1923 he had been in fre- 
quent conflict with police authori- 
ties. In those early days he always 
was let off, but finally he was sen- 
tenced. to prison. 

The police today declined to di- 
vulge just what the charges were 
against him in 1923, but did say the 
sentence was for four years. 

Hauptmann’s father is dead. 

The mother, who is 69 years old, 
was alone today in her own house 
near the outskirts of the city. When 
neighbors broke the news of her 
son’s arrest to her, she said: “I am 
used to all sorts of things from the 
son who has caused me many heart- 
aches, but this news is the worst 
yet.” 

“We hear that Hauptmann tried 
three times to sail to America as a 
stowaway and that he was caught 
twice, but succeeded the _ third 
time,” an official said. “He was 
permitted to land because a sister 
living in America vouched for 
him.” 

The clerk of the _ Kamenz County 
Court, said: “Hauptmann is decid- 
edly a tough baby of whom one 
might expect almost anything. I 
am not surprised at the news 
of his implication in the Lind- 
bergh affair. Before he landed 
with us he had already committed 
various minor offenses. He was 
held without bail for trial in 1923, 
but broke jail with an accomplice 
one day while the prisoners were 
taking their daily stroll in the court- 
yard. The police caught his ac- 
complice, continued the case, and 
sentenced Hauptmann to four years 
in absentia for a major theft.”

One of their intimate 
friends said they would have 
nothing to say except to authorities. 
He added that they were getting 
ready to return to New York. 

Even officials of the airline with 
which the Colonel is connected, and 
Mrs. Lindbergh’s sister, Mrs. Au- 
brey Morgan of Pasadena, denied 
knowledge of the couple’s where- 
abouts and rumors that they had 
been in touch with the Lindberghs. 

“T have not been able to reach 
him since he left here this morn- 
ing,” J. L. Maddux, aviation offi- 
cial, at whose home Lindbergh was 
staying, said last night.

A. Harry 
Moore of New Jersey, where the 
Lindbergh baby was kidnaped, 
March 1, 1932, and later murdered, 

Police Inspector Sullivan told de- 
tectives assembied at the police 
lineup today that the authorities 
have “a perfect extortion case 
against this man,” and added “there 
is no doubt in my mind that he 
will have to answer a more serious 
charge.” 

His statement came at the end of 
an extensive questioning of the 
drawn and tired Hauptmann, whose 
unshaven face added to his wan 
appearance. 

His Story Called Fantastic. 

During his questioning Haupt- 
mann gave an explanation of his 
possession of $13,750 of the Lind- 
bergh ransom money found in the 
garage at his Bronx home, A friend, 
he said, Isadore Fische, formerly 
his partner in the fur business, 
had given him the money. Police 
have ascertained that Fische died 
in Germany last December. 

Police characterized his explana- 
tion “fantastic.” They are attempt- 
ing to strengthen their case against 
him by a comparison of the hand- 
writing of the Lindbergh ransom 
notes and that on Hauptmann’s ap- 
plication for his automobile driv-« 
er’s license. They also were re 
ported comparing it with the writ- 
ing on the note left in the Lind- 
bergh nursery the night of the kid- 
naping. 

Inquiry Into Brokerage Account. 

Hauptmann’s admission in the 
lineup that he had speculated in 
stocks called police attention to the 
accounts of New York brokerage 
houses.

Whether the authorities, includ- 
ing J. Edgar Hoover of the Depart-

Hauptmann, who was arrested 
Tuesday morning after being kept 
under police surveillance for sev- 
eral days, continued to deny that 
he was the “John” who received 
the ransom money from Jafsie in 
St. Raymond’s cemetery. 

Hauptmann’s appearance at the 
police lineup was ae climax 
to the usual parade of  pet- 
ty suspects. He was brought 
into the lineup room before 
the other prisoners, but he was the 
last to be called to the stand. He 
mppeared greatly agitated. A uni- 
formed policeman walked at his 
side; a plain clothes man followed 
him. The prisoner tottered as he 
walked to the stand. 

As Sullivan fired questions at 
him, Hauptmann blinked in the 
strong glare of the spotlight. focus- 
ing his gaze on the fioor. He 
seemed to have difficulty in hear- 
ing his inquisitor, who frequently 
had to repeat his questions. Haupt- 
mann spoke with a strong German 
accent, 

Questioning of Hauptmann. 

After Sullivan read the prisoner’s 
record and announced he was 
charged with extortion, the quizzing 
began. 

“How long have you been in this 
country?” asked Sullivan. “Thir- 
teen years,” Hauptmann replied.

Traced by Gold Certificates. 

The importance that past figures 
have played in the Lindbergh case 
was emphasized in the events that 
led to Hauptmann’s arrest. He tend- 
ered a $10 gold certificate to a gas 
Station attendant in payment for 
gasoline. The rarity of gold certifi- 
cates since the bills were called in 
by President Roosevelt, aroused the 
interest of the station attendant, 
and he jotted the man’s automo- 
bile license numbers down on the 
bill—4U—13—41 New York State. 

The gold certificate was taken to 
a bank and its serial number was 
checked against the list of bills that 
made up the ransom payment. Thus 
it was found that the bill was part 
of the ransom money, and police 
were notified. 

The license number—4U-13-41— 
was traced to Hauptmann. Picked 
detectives were put om his trail. The 
surveillance for days was disap- 
pointing. Hauptmann did nothing 
to arouse the officers’ suspicions. 

On Tuesday morning, however, he 
left his house, a two-story Bronx 
dwelling, and the officers believed 
that Hauptmann had suspected he 
was being watched and that he was 
bent on getting away.

NEW YORE, Sept. 21—The New 
York Times describes a-dramatic 
scene at the Greenwich police sta- 
tion early today when Bruno Rich- 
ard Hauptmann was confronted 
with Dr. John F. Condon, the inter- 
mediary “Jafsie,’ who made a “par- 
tial” identification of Hauptmann 
as the contact man he negotiated 
with after the Lindbergh kidnap- 
ing. The Times’ story follows: 

In an upper room of the station 
house Hauptmann was placed in a 
lineup of 20 men, and Dr. Condon 
was asked if he could identify the 
man to whom he gave the $50,000 
in the cemetery. 

Dr. Condon asked if he could pro- 
ceed by elimination, and Inspector 
John J. Lyons of Police Headquar- 
ters, who was in charge of the line- 
up, assented. 

Walking directly up to Haupt- 
mann, Dr, Condon picked him out 
of thé line-up first. Then he picked 
out three detectives. 

Talks With Him, Writes Notes. 

Lining up the four men, includ- 
ing Hauptmann, Dr. Condon asked 
each one his name, and. exthanged 
a few words with each one about 
the spelling and pronunciation of 
his name. 

Dr. Condon then asked permission 
tc write a note. Inspector Lyons 
agreed and supplied paper and 
pencil. 

Here is what Dr. Condon wrote 
in the first of three notes: 

“T always keep my word. If the 
baby is returned in good health, 
I will do everything to help you.” 

Dr. Condon handed this to Haupt- 
mann and said: “Read it aloud!”

Vanderbilt’s defender, yesterday led 
the invader around in a leeward- 
windward course by nearly three 
and a half minutes. 

Rainbow’s performance would 
have been more impressive had not 
Endeavour’ encountered trouble 
with its canvass which coud] in no 
way be interpreted as indicating 
anything but an extremely fast 
hull. 

Here are some of the reasons En- 
deavour is picked to win the series: 
It has won two out of three races, 
one a windward-leeward contest 
and the other triangular, each of 
30 miles, as terms of the competi- 
tion stipulate. The courses gave it 
every point of bailing on the card 
and it managed to beat the cup rec- 
ord for a ieg of the _ triangular 
course and the time for the trian- 
gular course itself. The records 
were set despite trouble in han- 
dling the canvas.

Has Had Differences With 
La Guardia, Often Over 
Labor Policies — Two 
Deputies to Go.

NEW YORK, Sept. 21.—Chief In- 
spector Lewis Valentine today was 
appointed Police Commissioner to 
succeed Major-General John F. 
O’Ryan a few hours after O’Ryan 
announced his resignation. O’Ryan 


disclosed he has received atcept- 
ance from Mayor LaGuardia, who 
has held the resignation since Sept. 
13. 

The announcement was delayed 
while the General stayed with the 
Lindbergh kidnaping developments 
to their climax. 

“I have a few matters that re- 
quire my attention for a few days,” 
O’Ryan said in confirmation of the 
resignation report at 3 a. m. today. 
“When they are closed I will get 
out—promptly.” 

Two of his appointees are resign- 
ing.

Allen and Harold L. Fowler, 

The resignation had been fore- 
shadowed for months. Mayor La 
Guardia and O’Ryan had differed 
frequently on policies, and on sev- 
eral occasions rumors of an immi- 
nent resignation were widely circu- 
lated. Early last month O’Ryan 
was absent from an important con- 
ference of police officials, but La 
Guardia denied there had been a 
break. 

The Mayor and the Commis- 
sioner differed on the police atti- 
tude toward labor in two recent 
strikes and LaGuardia opposed 
O’Ryan’s desire to develop the 
police department along military 
lines. 

O’Ryan was a candidate for the 
fusion nomination which went to 
LaGuardia but withdrew and gave 
LaGuardia his support when a har- 
monizing committee agreed _ to 
name the latter for Mayor. 

O’Ryan is a lawyer, business 
executive and aviation enthusiast. 
He rose from the ranks of the Na- 
tional Guard to be Major-General 
and commanded the 27th Division 
of the American Expeditionary 
Force during the World War.

THE AGA KHAN FAILS 
10 GET PRINCIPALITY 


Sportsman’s Request for Terri- 
tory in India Officially 
Disapproved.

LONDON, Sept. 21.—Official dis- 
approval has halted the efforts of 
the Aga Khan, the only Indian 
Prince without a principality, tc ob- 
tain a part of India over which he 
would rule. The spiritual head of 
many millions of Moslems and not- 
ed sportsman, the Aga Khan }te- 
sented a confidential request to the 
Indian Government for the right of 
jurisdiction over some defined ter- 
ritory. 

“Such a request could hardly be 
given serious consideration,” an in- 
formed source stated. . 
Unofficial circles wondered 
whether shrinking -revenues may 
have been behind the Aga Khan's 
efforts to get a principality. The 
economic situation in India is the 
cause of a big drop in incomes from 
private property—of which the Aga 
Khan has considerable—and has 
brought about a decline in the con- 
tributions of the people to their 
spiritual leaders. Other unoff!<cial 
quarters here suspect some poclit- 
ical purpose in the request. 

The Aga Khan was honored by 
the British Government during the 
World War for’ services to the 
crown and empire, and received the 
right to be called “Your Highness.” 
The Government placed him on an 
equal footing with the other Princes 
of India, and he was named a 
“first-class chief of the Bombay 
presidency” for life.

Trails Followed 


In U. S. Agents’ Relentless Search 


Peculiar Set of Coincidences Almost Led to 
Accusation of Wrong Persons—Four 
Suspects Met Violent Deaths.

NEW YORK, Sept. 21.—Details 
of the relentless and unremitting 
search by Federal agents for the 
kidnapers of the Lindbergh baby— 
one of the most intensive man- 
hunts in the annals of the detective 
agencies of the United States—may 
now be told, with the arrest of 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann in New 
York and the recovery in his home 
of $13,750 of the $50,000 Lindbergh 


The search began a few days 
after the kidnaping when President 
Hoover directed Elmer L. Irey, 
head of the Intelligence Unit of 
the Internal Revenue Bureau, to 
detail his best men to act in the 
case. “Get that man,” were the 
President’s instructions. 

It continued from that day to the 
present, with the Department of 
Justice agents taking over the work 
of the Intelligence Unit’s men about 
a year ago, to allow the Internal 
Revenue Bureau agents to go back 
to their routine work of tax inves- 
tigations and inquiries into the con- 
duct of Government officials under 
charges. 

It should be said to the credit of 
the Intelligence Unit operatives that 
they insisted, over the protest of 
others, that the serial numbers of 
the money be retained, and it was 
this precaution that eventuated in 
the capture of the kidnapers. The 
kidnapers had insisted that to keep 
the serial numbers would result in 
harm to the baby, and Col. Lind- 
bergh wanted to follow this instruc- 
tion, but the Intelligence Unit men, 
Arthur P. Madden of Chicago and 
Frank J. Wilson of Buffalo, went to 
the offices of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
where the money was assembled, 
and had the serial numbers taken 
off and a record kept of them. 

Investigations which began with 
promise and ended in blind alleys 
became old, but not discouraging 
stories to the men of the two de- 
partments assigned to the chase, as

York. 
Clews Lead to Far Places. 

During one phase of their inquiry 
they traced a suspect from Czecho- 
Slovakia to Russia, to India, to 
South America, to Puerto Rico, and 
finally to Santo Domingo only to 
find that he was innocent. Four 
persons who were under investiga- 
tion met death by violence, two by | 
their own hands, two by the hands 
of unidentified murderers, As far 
as has been determined, none of 
them was involved in the case. 

Throughout their search, Federal 
operatives were of the opinion that 
the “break” would come when some 
outsider, possibly a bank teller, pos- 
sibly a small merchant, identified 
one of the marked bills paid out 
in the $50,000 ransom, and was 
able to direct agents to the person 
trom whom he received it. How ac- 
curate was their estimate of the 
situation was shown by the ne 
cumstances leading to the arrest 
of Hauptmann in New York. 


Following out_this conviction, in- 
vestigators saw that banks were

When 
President Roosevelt issued his or- 
der for surrender of gold and gold 
certificates by May 1, 1933, they re- 
newed their appeals to handlers of 
money in large quantities to watch 
for the bills. Meanwhile, running 
down every clew, they worked day 
and night in the hope that one of 
them might lead to their quarry. 
The Start of the Hunt. 

It was Wilson, veteran Fed- 
eral detective, whom the Intel- 
ligence Unit assigned to carry out 
President Hoover's first order to 
“get that man.” Wilson, with sev- 
eral assistants, immediately set up 
headquarters in Hotel Taft in New 
York, got in touch with New York

After the first bill 
was found it was two months be- 
fore another turned up. Again the 
man who presented it left no trace. 

Meanwhile, the investigators had 
encountered the first of the trage- 
dies that followed in the wake of 
the kidnaping. As part of their 
early inquiry they and State police- 
men questioned Violet Sharpe, a 
housemaid employed by the family 
of Senator Morrow, Mrs. Lind- 
bergh’s father. 

She told conflicting stories of her 
movements the night of the kidnap- 
ing, being unwilling, as events later 
showed, to involve in police ques- 
tioning a man whom she had met 
that night in Englewood, N. J. 
When she was trapped in a false- 
hood as to her escort’s identity, 
the investigators decided to ques- 
tion her further. 

Next day two State troopers 
called for her at the Morrow home 
and told her she was to go to the 
station for further questioning. Sne 
asked leave to go to her room for 
her wraps. When the troopers fol- 
lowed after a few minutes to ascer- 
tain the reason for her delay in re- 
turning, they found her dying on 
the floor. She had taken poison. 
Later investigation indicated she 
had no guilty knowledge of the kid- 
naping. 

As the investigation continued, 
ransom bills began to turn up from 
time to time. Failure of tellers and 
other recipients to note the appear- 
ance of the passer in each case 
brought the inquiry into a blank 
wall. 

Gold Embargo a Break. 

But new life entered the inquiry 
when President Roosevelt’s gold 
embargo was announced and Con- 
gress passed a law authorizing him 
to require all holders of gold coin 
and certificates to exchange them 
for other currency. Wilson went 
at once to Washington and had the 
Treasury Department send a letter 
to every bank in the country asking 
tellers to check all surrendered gold 
certificates against the Lindbergh 
ransom list. The ransom included 
$20,000 in $20 gold certificates and 
$15,000 in $10 gold notes. 

With amazing promptness, the 
first substantial amount of ransom 
money turned up on May 1, 1933, 
the day the order became effective, 
and led the investigators off on a 


‘Xomplicated chase, which promised 


much, 

On the first day for gold surren- 
der, Wilson was notified that $2980 
in gold certificates, identified as 
part of the Lindbergh ransom, had 
been turned in at the Federal Re- 
serve Bank in New York. Persons 
who surrendered gold at that bank 
were required to give their names 
and addresses, as Wilson knew. He 
hurried to the bank, confident the 
investigators were about to get a 
new toehold—and they were. 


Another Blank Wall. 

The man who had surrendered 
the notes had given his name as J. 
t ey , 537 West 149th street. 
The address proved to be that of a 
large apartment house, where J. J. 
was not known, even to the 
oldest residents. Neighborhood 
storekeepers were interviewed, had 
never heard of him. The mail 
carrier, who had been on that route 
for 20 years, likewise was sure he 
never had heard of the man. 

For three weeks Wilson and his 
associates from the New York po- 
lice force worked day and night on 
the clew. Unlike others they had 
met, it led a little farther, but it 
now appeared they were once more 
against a blank wall. 

Their temporary failure was par- 
ticularly aggravating because of a 
circumstance that later proved 
simply a coincidence. During the 
early stages of the kidnaping an 
automobile stolen in Lakewood, N. 
J., just two nights before’ the 
Lindbergh abduction, had been re- 
covered in the same block with the 
apartment houses where they now 
sought J. J. F——. In the car had 
been found two blankets ‘and an 
empty milk bottle. Police were of 
the decided opinion that it had 
been used to transport the Lind- 
bergh baby. 

Directory Supplies Clew. 

After the search for J. J. F—., 
had about run out of further 
angles of inquiry, Wilson hit on 
the idea that a search of New 
York directories might show a per- 
son of the name he sought at the 
149th street address. Sure enough, 
it did. 

In the 1913 city directory he 
found a woman with the same sur- 
name as the man who had surren- 
dered the bills, listed as residing 
at the same address. Here again 
the inquiry seemed to be about to 
fail, since after all, the name ap- 
peared to add little of value to the 
case. No one in the 30-apartment 
building remembered the woman, 
either. 

Wilson then turned to the mar- 
riage license records, in the hope 
of tracing the woman’s name. Af- 
ter days of search he found that 
she had married. In the current di- 
rectory he found her listed under 
her new name as a resident of 
New York. 

Before going further he obtained 
the application for the marriage li-

There was no resemblance, hand- 
writing experts told him. 
Encouragement at Last. 

Then the writing was compared 
to that of the man who had sur- 
rendered the $2980 to the Federal 
Reserve Bank. At last some en- 
couragement! The handwriting ex- 
perts told Wilson that the man 
who signed the marriage certificate 
apparently was the man who 
had signed the slip in the bank 
when he handed over his money in 
compliance with the President's 
order. 

The man was thoroughly inves- 
tigated, without his knowledge. It 
was found that he was reputable, 
had a record of 14 years in busi- 
ness as a seed merchant. The 
agents were more than ever unable 
to understand why he or his wife 
should use her maiden surname and 
an old address in surrendering the 
bills. 

Still moving carefully, Wilson de- 
tailed expert detectives to shadow 
every move made by the seed mer- 
chant, his wife, their son, daugh- 
ter and a son-in-law, reasoning that 
no matter what his reputation in 
the community he could hardly 
have in his possession such a quan- 
tity of the ransom money without 
knowing something of the abduc- 
tion. Who his associates were, 
where he might have got the mon- 
ey, Wilson was determined to learn 
without flushing his game. The 
shadowing of the family continued 
while Wilson and his men went off 
into other avenues of inquiry, 
checking particularly on friends of 
the family. 


Another Woman Suspect. 

They obtained, among other 
things, a specimen of the hand- 
writing of a woman friend. Like 
other such clews it was turned over 
to graphologists, who reported it 
resembled the writing in the ran- 
som notes. 

Painstakingly the Investigators 
went over her movements for sev- 
eral years past, while she and her 
family were added to the list of 
persons under surveillance. This 
woman, it was soon learned, went 
to Germany with her husband in 
October, 1932, and returned in June 
of 1933. Interest of the detectives 
in the trip, whose circumstances 
they scanned in detail, was whetted 
when it was learned that while in 
Germany the woman received a 
cablegram from the son-in-law of 
the man who had turned in the 
gold certificates. 

The cablegram, without explana- 
tion, urged that she and her hus- 
hand return to the United States 
third class, an unusual _ request 
since the pair had been found to 
be in good financial circumstances. 

Son Lived Near Dr. Condon. 

Broadening their inquiry, the 
agents also learned that a son of 
the man under suspicion lived in 
1929 and 1930 in the neighborhood 
of Dr. Condon, who had paid the 
$50,000 ransom as an agent of Col. 
Lindbergh. The investigators had 
always suspected that the kidnaper 
knew who Dr. Condon was, since 
he had designated the Fordham in- 
structor as the man to handle the 
ransom money. 

Meanwhile, investigators, on an- 
other phase, also learned that the 
man suspected of turning in the 
gold certificates was well known 
to employes of Woodlawn Cemetery 
in the Bronx, where the first meet- 
ing of Dr. Condon and the kidnaper 
took place. 

Nor were these the only circum- 
stances that encouraged the agents 
to believe they were on a hot trail 
at last. Tracing the movements of 
the son who had lived near Dr. 
Condon they found he had moved 
to Mount Vernon, N. Y. There, in 
June, 1932, one of the ransom bills 
had been found in the Postoffice and 
weeks later another turned up in a 
bank. The former was traced at 
the time to one of three persons. 
One of them had had business 
dealings with the son of the seed 
merchant. The latter bill the agents 
were unable to trace beyond the 
bank’s walls. 

A Second Suicide. 

Taking further stock of the situ- 
ation they found that the daugh- 
ter of the man who had had the 
gold notes had married a German, 
and that he once had been em- 


| 


ployed ia Woodiewn Cemetery. This 


the investigators regarded as hav- 
ing particular significance beyond 
the connection with the cemetery, 
in view of the German idiom used 
in the kidnapers’ letters. 

So far everything fitted together 
into an encouraging picture. Sat- 
isfied they had learned enough to 
warrant questioning of all con- 
cerned the agents rounded up the 
persons whom they had had under 
surveillance and began to question 
them. 

The man suspected of having 
turned in the bills obviously was 
dumbfounded at being the principal 
figure in such an investigation. He 
denied ever having had any of the 
Lindbergh ransom money, said he 
had made no such surrender of 
gold certificates as was under in- 
quiry and declared he had never 
used his wife’s maiden name and 
old address for any purpose what- 
ever. 

Other members of the family 
were as willing to explain their 
movements. While their statements 
were being investigated, however, 
the son-in-law who had come from 
Germany, ended his life by shooting 
himself with a rifle. Investigators 
regarded that event critically at 
the time, although they listened po- 
litely while his wife expressed the 
theory that he had become unbal- 
anced because he imagined he was 
constantly being followed by Fed- 
eral agents and feared he would be 
deported to Germany. 

Innocence Established. 

Meanwhile the agents were check- 
ing every phase of the statements 
made to them. The man suspected 
of having turned in the money was 
asked to write ten pages of copy, 
some in pencil, some with pen. 
Gold surrender slips were obtained 
and he wrote on them the signa- 
ture as it had appeared in the orig- 
inal slip, kecping it within the same 
Space. Again the copy was submit- 
ted to a handwriting expert. 


This time the expert said unqual- 
ifiedly that the man under suspi- 
cion was not the man who had sur- 
rendered the gold _ certificates. 
Agents who checked up meanwhile 
on statements of the man and of 
members of the family, found they 
had told the truth. An amazing 
series of coincidences had set the 
investigators up another blind alley. 
The inquiry had collapsed. 


On May 1, 1933, two other large 
amounts of the ransom money were 
surrendered, $1000 at the Chemical 
Nationaly Bank and $1000 at the 
Manufacturers’ Trust Co., both on 
Broadway in the Wall street dis- 
trict. Neither lot could be traced. 
About $500 in the bills appeared, 
both before and after the gold sur- 
render order, in various places, but 
none was traced to any individual 
who could be involved in the inves- 
tigation. Altogether a total of about 
$5400 of the ransom money has 
been checked to date as having ap- 
peared in banks and stores. 

Tip from Al Capone. 
One of the many tips as to the iden- 


| tity of the kidnapers came from the 


notorious Al Capone, who was in 
custody in Chicago at the time of 
the kidnaping on a tax evasion. 
charge. Capone, it will be recalled, 
said he could lead investigators to 
the kidnapers if he were released 
on bond. 

His offer was rejected, but later a 
newspaper reporter got from Ca- 
pone the names of the persons he 
suspected, 

“Scarface” related that Bob Con- 
roy, one of the Capone henchmen, 
had left Chicago in January, 1932, 
less than two months before the 
kidnaping, saying he’ was going to 
New York “to pull the greatest job 
of the century.” He took with him 
a young woman associate known to 
Capone as “Rosemary.” 

Federal agents traced Conroy 
and his companion to an apart- 
ment on 102d street, New York. 
They entered the place with New 
York policemen on Aug. 4, 1932, and 
found the bodies of both of them, 
They had been shot. Physicians 
Said they had heen dead a week. 

Counterfeiting equipment was 
found in the apartment, but no 
clew to the kidnaping. Movements 
of the pair after they arrived in 
New York were checked carefully, 
but disclosed nothing. A few weeks

hole which appeared to have been 
made with a nail. 

In succeeding notes, the signature 
symbol was observed to be identical 
with that of the first note. With 
the notes placed in a pile with 
their edges registering, the holes 
also registered, Jeading investiga- 
tors to assume the kidnaper had 
stamped many sheets of a single pad 
and then pierced the symbol cen- 
ters with a nail, so that each note 
could be identified as coming from 
him. In each instance the edges of 
the symbol were precisely the same 
distance from sides and bottom of 
the paper. 

The Second Note. 

Col. Lindbergh called the police 
immediately upon discovery of the 
kidnaping, and notice of that fact 
was taken by the kidnaper in the 
second note received by Col. Lind- 
bergh in the mail on March 4. It 
read: 

Dear sir: We have warned you 
not to make anything public o1 
notify the police. Now you have 
to take the consequence, It 
means we will hold the baby until 
everything is quiet. We can note 
make any appointment just now. 
We know very well what it means 
to us. Is it really necessary to 
make a world affair out of this 
or to get your baby back as soon 
as possible. We settle those af- 
fair in a quick way will better for 
both seits. Don’t be afraid about 
the baby livi early beying care of 
nurse day and night. She will 
also feed him according to the 
diet. We are interested to send 
him back in gut health. True 
ransom was made out for 50,900$ 
but now we have to take another 
person to it and probably have to 
keep the baby for a longer time 
than we expected.

To Col. Breckinridge: 

Dear Sir: Please hand inclosed 
letter to Col. Lindbergh. It is in 
Mr. Lindberg interest not to 
notify the police. 


Dear sir: Did you receive ouer 
letter from March 4. We sent 
the mail in one of the letter from 
near Boro Hall, Brooklyn. We 
know police interference with 
your private mail, how can we 
come to any arrangements this 
way. In the future we will send 
ouer letter to Mr. Breckinridge at 
25 Broadway. We believe police 
captured our letter and its not 
forwarded to you. We will note 
accept any go between from your 
end. We will arrange this later.

On March 10, within 38 hours, he 
received a letter through the mail 
at his home. It included also a 
note to Col. Lindbergh.

The 
shaded area was red, perhaps 
stamped with a piece of cork from 
an ink bottle. 
somewhat jagged and could have 
been punched with an eight-penny 
nail, 

The kidnapers evidently ham- 
mered the nail through many 
sheets from a block of paper, since 
part of the proof of genuineness 
lay in the fact that when one was 
placed accurately on top of a pre- 
vious note, the holes were exactly 
over those in the other. 

This is the first publication of 
the actual design and correct de- 
scription of the plan of the kid- 
napers to convince the Lindberghs 
of the genuineness of their letters.

Dr. Condon thereupon notified 
Col. Lindbergh of receipt of the 
notes and went to the house in 
Hopewell for a cunference. When 
it had been ascertained, through 
the symbol and handwriting, that 
the notes were genuine, Col. Lind- 
bergh accepted the professor as an 
intermediary. Taken to the baby’s 
nursery at his own request, Dr. 
Condon knelt before the empty crib 
and prayed for aid in his undertak- 
ing. He assured Mrs. Lindbergh 
that he would do all in his power to 
restore the baby and spent the 
night in the Lindbergh home, in- 
sisting on sleeping on the nursery 
floor. 

As instructed by the kidnapers, 
Dr. Condon then published the per- 
sonal advertisement in the New 
York American, signing it “Jafsie.” 
A few hours later he received an- 
other note from the kidnapers, de- 
livered by the taxi driver, John Per- 
rone.

Another Futile Trail. 

Still another tip was to the ef- 
fect that Vaslow Simek, a Czecho- 
Slovakian, knew something of the 
kidnaping. Simek had been deport- 
ed in 1925 for attempting to ex- 
tort money from Edsel Ford, but 
the informant said he had come 
back to commit the kidnaping. 

Simek’s photograph along with 
the photos of a dozen other men 
was shown to Dr. Condon. He 
pfcked out the Simek picture and 
said, “I want to see that man. Boys, 
you’re on a hot trail.” ' 

Through agents of the State De- 
partment the search for Simek 
was carried on. He had ieft 
Czecho-Slovakia in 1926 after be- 
ing accused of arson and had gone 


to Russia. From Russia, where he 
again got in trouble, he had gone 
to India, thence to South America, 
from there to Puerto Rico, and 
finally to Santo Domingo. A care- 
ful investigation of his movements 
showed that he unquestionably was 
in Santo Domingo at the time of 
the abduction. 

So the inquiry ran. “Run down 
every tip, don’t give up until you've 
exploded it completely.

Agents worked night and day, 
passing up nothing that might, by 
the longest stretch of the imagina- 
tion, lead to the kidnapers.

that the report recognizes the far- 
reaching improvements for em- 
ployes effected by this industry un- 
der the cotton textile code and the 
economic difficultie. with which 
this industry ius been confronted 
in recent months. 

“Tt also would appear that the 
board makes no attempt to pass 
upon the demands of the strike 
committee for changes in hours and 
wages but has recommended that 
further studies on these subjects be 
made by governmental agencies. 

President Roosevelt, commenting 
on the report, called it a “good €x- 
ample of the practical way in which 
industrial problems can be calmly 
discussed and solved under a re- 
publican form of government.” 

The report declared that _the 
“whole system of administering 
code “has completely lost the con- 
fidence of labor in this industry 
‘and is for that reason alone incapa- 
‘ble of functioning satisfactorily in 
‘the future.” The board therefore 
‘recommended the néw machinery. 
| Wages Low; Hours Long. 
| The board said: 
| “According to the figures of the 
Sete of Labor Statistics, the av- 
lerage wage paid in the cotton tex- 
‘tile industry has since 1921 been

It then related provisions of the 
code, saying they “brought marked 
improvement to the conditions of 
the industry” through elimination 
of child labor, reduction of hours 
from an average of 53 to a maxi- 
mum of 40, an increase in .wages 
from $8 or $10 per week to $12 and 
$13, and a 70 per cent increase in 
earnings of the industry during the 
first few months of the code’s 
operation. 

Machine Hours Reduced. 


A reaction followed last winter, 
the board added, and the industry 
obtained permission to reduce ma- 
chine-hour operations by 25 per 
cent for December. Late spring 
again found its business in the dol- 
drums and a three months’ cut of 
25 per cent in operating hours was 
authorized by NRA. 

“This curtailment was granted by 
NRA for the months of June, July 
and August, 1934,” the report said. 
“No public hearing was held on the 
curtailment order. It was this qur- 
tailment of 25 per cent without an 
increase in wage rates which caused 
disappointment among the workers 
and helped to precipitate the pres- 
ent controversy.” 

Then followed an account of the 
threatened strike of last June and 
the agreement of June 2 between 
Gen. Hugh S. Johnson, NRA admin- 
istrator, and the United Textile 
which Johnson charges 
was violated in the calling of the 
present strike. 


“While we do not consider it the 
function of this board to go into 
that question,” the report said, “it 
should be pointed out that the 
agreement was made not with the 
employers of the industry but with 
officials of NRA, and that mem- 
bers of the union and others pres- 
ent at the conference contend that 
the agreement to ‘countermand’ the 
strike order ‘without prejudice to 
th right of labor to strike’ was in- 
tended to leave them free to en- 
force their demands by strike if 
the conditions against which they 
were protecting were not remedies.” 


Union Demands Reviewed. 
The board then outlined the de- 
mands of the @hion: A 30-hour 
week, with the pay now received 
for 40; elimination of the stretch- 
out; industry-wide recognition of 


tion of an arbitration tribunal ac- 
ceptable to both workers and em- 
ployers for the settlement of dis-4 
putes. 

“The chief spokesman for the 
employers takes the position,” the 
board continued, “that the strike 
‘violates the principle of peaceful 
co-operation between the Govern- 
ment, labor and industry;’ that it 
‘is not justified by facts which have 
been established by impartial Gov- 
ernment economists,’ that ‘such in- 
dividual causes for complaint as 
may exist here and there are fully 
capable of adjustment through ex- 
isting Governmental agencies which 
have been set up for that purpose’; 
that ‘the task-load ...is no more 
than in the average industry and 
much less than in many mechan- 
ized industries’; that there is ‘no 
reason to believe (the union) repre- 
sents anything more than a minor- 
ity of the employes of the industry 
or that this strike représents their 
wishes or that it could be made ef- 


fective except by intimidation’: 
that ‘neither the code authority 
nor the Cotton Textile Institute 


nor any one else is authorized by 

the 1200 individual mills of this in- 

dustry to deal for them in their re- 

lations with their employees.’ ” 
New Methods Needed.

AIR IMPURITIES MEASURED 
FROM PLANE AT 1200 FEET 


Scientist Finds 133,000 Grains of 
Pollen in 100 Cubic 
Feet. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 21. — An 
airplane bearing a scientist and his 
instruments went 1200 feet above 
Philadelphia yesterday and “meas- 
ured” 100 cubic feet of air to find 
what impurities it contained. 

Examination disclosed 132,000 
grains of pollen, 95 per cent of 
which was ragweed pollen, to which 
hay fever is attributed.

College of Pharmacy and Science, 
which is sponsoring similar tests 
for a five-year period over the area 
within 40 miles of Philadelphia, 
predicts valuable results. 

Likewise, Dr. Theodore B. Appel, 
Secretary of the State Department 
of Health, said the airplane tests 
might show why epidemics of 
sleeping sickness, infantile paraly- 
sis and influenza break out simul- 
taneously in cities far apart. 

Dr. A. H. Zifferblatt, immunolo- 
gist on Dr. Lawall’s faculty, made

Auditorium Arena, Arsenal 
Sewer, North 12th Wid- 
‘ening Will Cost $3,400, - 
000. 


Liquor taxes to be received by 
the city in the next 12 months, ex- 
pected to exceed $400,000, woula be 
sufficient to meet sinking-fund re- 
quirements of $6,800,000 of the $16,- 
100,000 in improvement bonds voted 


last May, City Counselor Hay told 
the Gavel Club at Hotel Statler last 
night. 

He advocated issuance of $3,400,- 
000 of the new bonds, to get work 
started on three improvements this 
winter. These were the same un- 
dertakings suggested by Mayor 
Dickmann Wednesday—completion 
of the big arena section of Munici- 
pal Auditorium, construction of the 
Southern Arsenal relief sewer and 
completion of widened North 
Twelfth street boulevard, between 
O’Fallon and Palm streets. 
However, Hay asserted. that 
enough work could be started on 
other improvements under the bond 
issue to save all of the $5,291,090 in 
grants the PWA has allotted the 
city in connection with the bonds. 
The PWA has threatened to with- 
draw the grants if work is not 
started soon. In connection with 


grants were $872,500. The bond item 
which would be used for the 
Twelfth boulevard proposal is a re- 
volving fund to facilitate acquisi- 
tion of right-of-way. Grants on other 
items of the bond issue amount to 
$4,418,500. 

Without New Taxes. 
The bond items for the auditori- 
um, the sewer and the street aggre- 
gate $3,400,000. Hay, who was out 
of town today, did not explain in 
his speech how he proposed to start 
work on other improvements to save 
the grants. He said his suggested 
program did not call for a single 
dollar of new taxes, the anticipated 
liquor revenue being sufficient. 
Efforts the city administration 
has been making to raise additional 
revenue were for the purpose of 
meeting needs of the sinking fund 
to pay interest and principal of 
maturing bonds of older issues, 
Hay asserted. The deficiency in 
the sinking fund has been estimated 
at $2,452,900. However; Comptroller 
Nolte said Wednesday, in an inter- 
view with a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
that the deficiency could be over- 
come by refunding bonds, without 
impairing the city’s credit. Nolte 
said that the principal need for 
new revenue was to make possible 
issuance of the $16,100,000 in bonds 
voted in May, and that without the 
new bonds new taxes would not be 
needed. 
Hay, in his speech, said the city 
would not have to refund more 
than $4,000,000 in bonds in the next 
year and that annual requirements 
for interest and amortization 


on 
this amount would be $360,000. He 
indicated the city could raise 


enough funds for that, and added: 
“I am confident that with the co- 
operation of the bankers, the re- 
funding process will be a simple 
and easy matter.” 
Deficit Not Serious. 

As to the anticipated deficit of 
$1,800,000 in general municipal ac- 
counts next April, Hay pointed out 
that the city had had deficits an- 
nually for a number of years end 
that its reserves enabled it to oper- 
ate in spite of them. More intensive 
efforts to collect current and de- 
linquent taxes, he asserted, would 
bring in reczvipts enough to wipe 
out the deficit. He told how the 
administration had reduced operat- 
ing expenses and cut the numner 
of city employes. Last January, he 
said, the city had 6716 employes, 
paid an average of $108.19 monthly, 
while in January, 1932, it had 8177, 
paid an average of $120.07.

“Jatsie’s’’ Unceasing Search 
For Manto Whom He Gave $50,000 
In Lindbergh Ransom Money 


Dr. John F. Condon Looked at Hundreds of 
Faces in Effort to Find the “John” 
He Met at Cemetery. 


By the Associated Press. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 21.—A strange 
symbol, marked on a letter, led Dr. 
John F. Condon (Jafsie) into the 
Lindbergh kidnaping case and 
duped him into throwing $50,000 
over a Bronx cemetery wall to a 
man known as John, even while 
the baby was dead. 

From that time, the 74-year-old 
retired educator pursued the kid- 
napers on his own initiative, looked 
at hundreds of faces, met as many 
disappointments, but never lost con- 
fidence that one day he would 
again meet John. 

Condon saw runo Richard 
Hauptmann at the police station 
yesterday afternoon and again at 
the Bronx County Courthouse last 
night but it was learned that he 
had not identified the man as 
John. Neither had he said posi- 
tively that Hauptmann was not 
the man to whom he gave the ran- 
som money. 

Only two weeks ago today, Con- 
don had viewed a suspect at his 
home. It was not John. It was the 
last time Condon confronted a sus- 
pect before he,saw Hauptmann. 


How He Entered Case. 


A series of startling events swept 
Condon into the Lindbergh case as 
an intermediary and brought him 
into contact with persons. estab- 
lished to be the actual kidnapers. ~ 

It was soon after the kidnaping 
in 1932 that Condon, aroused by 
the crime, announced through the 
Bronx Home News that he would 
add $1000 to the ransom money if 
the child were returned. 

He received a telephone call from 
a man who told him the child 
would be returned and asked him 
to act as intermediary. His sus- 
picions aroused, the doctor told the 
man to write him a letter. 

The letter came, and inclosed was 
a letter to Col. Lindbergh. Con- 
don called Lindbergh—their first 
contact—and told him of the let- 
ter. Lindbergh asked him to open 
the letter and read it to him. 

It was recognized at once as the 
work of the same man who pinned 
the note on the baby’s crib at 
Hopewell, N. J. It bore the same 


handwriting, picked up the trend.

Letter Declared Authentic. 


Lindbergh, stirred by the discov- 
ery, asked that the letter be 
brought to his New Jersey home at 
once. Condon drove there that 
night, and the authenticity of the 
letter was established in a confer- 
ence with investigators. 

Lindbergh gave Condon a letter, 
authorizing him to act as his in- 
termediary and to pay over the 
$50,000 ransom when he was satis- 
fied that he was dealing with the 
kidnapers. 

Then there was a letter to Con- 
.don, bearing the same symbol, tell- 
ing him how to communicate with 
the kidnapers, outlining how the 
money would be paid and the baby 
returned. 

The supposed kidnapers ordered 
him to reply by newspaper adver- 
tisements, and in signing them he 
coined the name Jafsie—the pho- 
netic pronunciation of his initials 
J. F. C—and it was by this name 
that he became known in the ne- 
gotiations. 


Condon asked for a meeting and 
the writer of the letters agreed. 
He was advised to stay in his home 
a certain number of consecutive 
evenings. 

One of those nights, a taxcab 
driver went to the door with a note 
advising Condon to go to the end 
of the Jerome avenue subway, 
about a mile and a half away, and 
gave him just time to hurry there 
for the meeting. 


Note Found Under Stone. 


Under a stone on the porch of 
@ vacant refreshment stand at one 
end af Woodlawn Cemetery in the 
Brorgx, the letter advised him, he 
would find further directions. Con- 
don followed instructions. 

A note under the stone told him 
to go to a stfeet at the other end 
of the cemetery and wait there. 
This he did, and 10 minutes later 
aman passed. Afterward Condon 
saw another man within the closed 
gates of the cemetery. 

He approached the gate, start- 
ing to talk with this man, but im- 
mediately the doctor saw still an- 
other man in the background and 
asked the man at the gate if he 
was a friend. 

With a startled look, the man at 
the gate looked back, and then 
leaped over the fence and into ti@> 
woods of Van Cortlandt Park 
across the street. 

Condon followed him and per- 
suaded him to sit with him in a 
bench by a toor house in the park. 
There, covering one another with 
pistols in their pockets, they sat 


for an hour and a quarter. 
Baby’s Sleeping Suit. 

Condon insisted that he be taken 
to the child, but the man said it 
was impossible and agreed instead, 
as proof the gang had the child, to 
send him the baby’s sleeping suit. 

Five or six days later the suit, 
freshly laundered, arrived at the 
Condon home. It had been mailed 
from Brooklyn. Lindbergh identi- 
fied the suit as his child’s. 
.nere was a further exchange of 
communications, and the supposed 
kidnapers, becoming impatient, in- 
creased their ransom demand to 
$70,000, declaring that if it were 
not paid within a certain period it 
would be increased to $100,000 and 
doubted a month later. 
Condon was opposed to paying 
the ransom, but he and Lindbergh 
were won over by the pleas of 
Mrs. Lindbergh. An advertisement 
was inserted—“‘Money is ready’— 
and Condon again received instruc- 
tions to remain at home. 
A messenger then arrived by 
night, ordering him to go to East 
Fremont road, and there to find 
further instructions. Condon obeyed 
and, with Lindbergh driving the 
car, met “John” in St. Raymond's 
Cemetery. 
Money Dropped Over Wall. 


After inducing him to accept 
$50,000 instead of the $70,000, he 
dropped the money over the wall. 
That was April 2, 1932. 

In return the man — the same 
with whom Condon had talked be- 
fore—gave him a receipt and in- 
structions on how to find the baby. 
Those instructions were: 

“The boy is on boad (boat) Nelly. 
It is a small boad 28 feet long. Two 
persons are on the boad. They are 
innocent. You wii find the boad 
between Horseneck Beach and Gay 
Head near Elizabeth Island.” 

Lindbergh flew to Gay Head, 
Mass., and searched for two days. 
The boat never was found. 

Condon abandoned his lectures 
at Fordham University and two 
other colleges to take up the pur- 
suit of “John.”

Ickes Says U. S. Supreme 
Court Has Ruled Contrary 
to Judge Reeves Cecision. 


PWA loans and grants amounting 
to $1,583,000 for municipal electric 
plants or extensions, have been al- 
lotted 10 Missouri cities, besides 
Concordia, whose right to a $47,000 
allotment was denied by Federal 
Judge Reeves at Kansas City yes- 
terday. 

Officials of the PWA and of the 
other towns have been watching de- 
velopments in the Concordia case 
for possible bearing on the other 
wards of funds. Judge Reeves 
held that the PWA had no right to 
furnish funds for municipal utili- 
ties, because Congress has no con- 
trol over the production of electric- 
ity. The suit was brought by the 
Missouri Public Service Co., which 
has been serving the town. At 
Washington, PWA Administrator 


Ickes said he was mot concerned 
over the decision, as there are a 
number of decisions by the Supreme 
Court of the United States to the 
contrary. 

The first municipal electric plant 
to be aided with PWA funds in Mis- 
scuri was started about two months 
ago at California, with a $145,000 
loan and grant. The largest award 
was a $700,000 loan and grant to 
Moberly, but this was rescinded be- 
cause the town defeated a bond is- 
sue to cover the loan. A $150,000 
loan and grant was given Kennett. 
Bids: for erecting this’ plant were 
opened Aug. 15, but award of a 
contract has been held up on order 
of the Federal Power Commission.

Privately owned utilities serving 
communities which proposed to sub- 
stitute municipal plants have ob- 
jected vigorously to the change. 

Hannibal, which has had a mu- 
nicipal plant for some time, was 
given an $81,000 grant for a new 
generating unit, for which a con- 
tract has been awarded. A $17,000 
grant was made for additions and 
repairs and a new Diesel engine for 
the municipal plant at Monroe 
City, and a contract was awarded 
for this work recently. 

A number of other Missouri 
towns applied for PWA allotments 
for electric plants or extensions of 
existing plants, but failed to obtain 
the money.

VOTE IN MISSOURI 


Poll on 1935 Program to Be 
‘Completed by Oct. 9, 
Officials Report. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CQLUMBIA, Mo., Sept. 21.—Ar- 
rangements for a statewide poll of 
Missouri farmers on whether they 
want an AAA corn-hog program in 


1935, are complete, officiais of the 
Missouri Agricultural Extension 
Service announced today. The vote 
will ‘be part of a national referen- 
dum on the subject. 

Voting will be by ballot under 
supervision of county and township 
committeemen representing corn- 
hog reduction control associations. 
The poll will be complete by Oct. 6. 

In brief, the questions to be sub- 
mitted are whether continuatian of 
the reduction program is advisable 
in 1985: if so, whether it should 
be confined to corn alone or should 
include a supplementary crop con- 
trol campaign on wheat and other 
grains to follow through into 1936. 
Only corn-hog AAA contract sign- 
ers are eligible to vote. 

Each member of every county as- 
sociation will be allotted one vote 
and will receive written notice of 
the place and date of the referen- 
dum meeting in his community. To 
cast a ballot, the farmer must at- 
tend the meeting. County and 
township committeemen will be in 
charge and will count, tabulate and 
certify all ballots when voting is 
complete. 

Agents of the Missouri Agricul- 
tural Extension Service will be 
present at each meeting to inform 
farmers on the latest official 
moves of the AAA in its corn-hog 
crop cutting plan, “effects of the 
adjustment program as determined 
to date and the probable alterna- 
tives of continued adjustment in 
1935 and 1936.”

IAPAN IS COURTING 
TRADE IN PHILIPPINES 


Diplomat’s References to U. S. 
Market Brings Quick Re- 
sponse in Press. 


By the Associated Press. 

MANILA, P. I1., Sept. 21.—The is- 
sue whether the Philippines plan to 
continue to be bound by trade ties 
to the United States or would come 
within the economic orbit of Japan 
was raised here in an address by 


the Japanese Consul-General, At- 
sushi Kimura. 

Kimura, predicting an increase in 
Japanese-Philippines trade with the 
approach of independence from the 
United States, advised Filipinos to 
produce cotton and other products 
for the Japanese market and sug- 
gested the boasted higher standard 
of living in the islands under the 
American Government applied only 
to “a limited number of high-class 
people.” 

Filipino and American newspa- 
pers quickly raised the issue of dip- 
lomatic propriety and then an- 
swered the chief assertions of the 
Consul-General, 7 

Cites Japanese Conditions. 

“Our women here, however poor, 
do not have to slave themselves 
like the men, with their babies on 
their backs,’ commented the Phil- 
ippines Herald, Filipino-owned or- 
gan of Senate President Manuel 
Quezon, the dominant political lead- 
er. “We have seen women in some 
Far Eastern ports passing coal to 
ships. We have seen men, and we 
can still see them now, doing the 
equivalent of the work of the beast 
of burden in the Philippines. 

“Let us be forewarned against 
those who would discourage us 
from what they call our artificial 
trade relationship with America, 
but at the same time would advise 
us to specialize in producing cer- 
tain crops for their home markets, 
for in the final analysis what are 
they advising us to do but replace 


what they call artificial with some- 


thing as artificial?” 

The American-owned Manila 
Daily Bulletin spoke editorially of 
“a well planned program” to “secure 
ecomonic control in the Philip- 
pines.” 

The Bulletin published an article 
showing the present free trade with 
the United States gives protection 
to Philippine products to the extent 
of $64,009,464. 

On the same products—sugar, em- 
broidery, hats, cigars, manufactured 
cordage and dessicated coconut— 
the islands would have had to pay 
pay $43,011,853 in tariffs by selling 
to Japan, it was said. 

Paper Draws Parallel. 

La Vanguardia, Filipino-owned 
daily in Spanish, ventured that it 
was “inconceivable” that an Amer- 
ican Congul-General at Seoul, for in- 
stance, would have the temerity 
publicly to advise the Koreans to 
trade more with the United States 
and suggest they were not as well 
off under Japanese sovereignty ag 
they had been led to believe. 

These newspapers and virtually 
all others in the islands have been 
supporting the current campaign to 
continue as far as possible, before 
and after the complete politica] in- 
dependence that is scheduled to be 
effective in 10 years, the present 
free trade relationship with the 
United States.

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MINIMUM WAGES SET 
FOR LAUNDRY WOMEN 


Four States Pass Laws Aiding 
Workers; Cleaning Plants 
Also Affected.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—Women 
workers in large groups have been 
aided by recent of four 
states benefiting employes in laun- 
dries and dry cleaning shops, the 
Women's Bureau reports. 

California has re-affirmed a min- 
{mum hourly rate of 331-3 cents 
for laundry and dry-cleaning shop 
workers. New Hampshire has set 
a minimum of 28 cents an hour for 
30-hour week for women in laun-

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i? dries. New York has passed a 
Hs mandatory order for payment of 
i, ls cents an hour in a 40-hour 


week and 31 cents an hour within 
M a 15-mile radius of New ‘York City 
for women laundry workers. Ohio 
passed a mandatory order making 
35 cents an hour the minimum Jn 
dry-cleaning plants. 

In addition, New Hampshire de- 
mands that all workers be paid for 
time they are required to wait at 
the plant for work. The employers 
must prepare a wage sheet, comput- 
gen ing rates, for the workers to see, 
i and must keep a record of the wages 
and hours worked. 

New York and Ohio set a penalty 
of $50 to $200 fines and from 10 
to 90 days’ imprisonment for em- 
ployers paying less than the mini- 
mum. Both states set fines for em- 
ployers discriminating against em- 
; ployes who aid in enforcement of 
: the law.

OLD FASHIONED GINGERBREAD 
ON TABLE OF NATIONAL SHRINE 


Visitors May Help Themselves at 
Kenmore, Colonial Home of 
Washington’s Sister. 

FREDERICKSBURG, Va. — An 
odd “tip-top” table made more than 
100 years ago at Kenmore, Colonial 
home here of George Washington's 
sister, by George W. Proctor, over- 
seer of the estate and son of a pa- 
triot who served Washington as 
wagon-driver in the Revolutionary 
War, has been returned to that 
place as the gift of its maker’s de- 
scendant, Miss Lou Proctor, of this 
city. 

Built entirely of wood cut on the 
then 800 acre plantation, the table 
consists of a hand-dressed top 
hinged on a one-piece three legged 
base fashioned from the inverted 
three pronged fork of a sapling. 

As part of the furnishing of the 
restored kitchen, the table will sup- 
port a platter of old fashioned gin- 
gerbread made according to dhe re- 
cipe of Washington’s mother, to 
which visitors to Kenmore, now a 
national shrine, will be invited to 
help themselves.

LEAGUE POLICE 
FORCE TO WATEE 
SAAR PLEBISCITE 


German-Speaking War Vet- 
erans from Other Nations 
Will be Recruited to Pre- 
vent Nazi Clashes. 


(Copyright, 1934, by the Associated Press.) 
SAARBRUECKEN, The Saar, 


Sept. 21.—-A tiny army of German- 


speaking war veterans—the League 
of Nation’s first international po- 
lice force—will be recruited to keep 
Nazis and Aati-Nazis from clash-| 
ing during the forthcoming Saar 
plebiscite. 

Soldiers of fortune, chiefly from 
Switzerland, Luxembourg, Scandi- 
navia and Czecho-Slovakia will be 
called by the League’s Commission 
now governing the Saar, to guar- 
antee freedom at the polls Jan, 13. 

Residents of the Saar, rich indus- 
trial area, will e that day wheth- 
er to remain under League man- 
date, join France or reunite with 
Germany. 

German Citizens Barred. 

German citizens will be barred 
from the League’s “shadow army” 
and Austrians, officials said, will 
not be favored. 

Khaki uniforms trimmed in 
green with the letter “S” on he 
caps are now being made and bar- 


i racks built in preparation for the 


mobilization of this force, which 
probably will number less than 
1000. 

Capt. Arthur C. Hemsley, British 
Inspector of Saar police and gen- 
darmeries and former British Con- 
sul at Philadelphia, will command 
the League battalion. 

“We want an international force 
of men without governmental or 
political gonnections,” officials said, 
“but with a certain amount of dis- 
cipline in blood, former soldiers be- 
ing preferred.” 

Equipment Limited. 

The governing commisison has 
abandoned its project to ask vari- 
ous governments to send regular 
army detachments. 

The “shadow army,” officials say, 
will be a true “peace force” inas- 
much as it will have no machine 
guns or tear gas bombs, the sol- 
diers being equipped only with re- 
volvers and carbines. 

Hemsley also has increased the 
regular police and gendarmeries 
forces as the result of rumors that 
a Nazi putsch to capture the Saar 
government might be attempted. 
The Nazi “German front,” however, 
terms the rumors “nonsense” and 
expresses resentment at the re- 
cruiting of foreigners to police the 
territory. 

Two hundred residents of the 
Saar will be added shortly to the 
present forces of 950 gendarmes 
and 865 town police.

HENRY BRECKINRIDGE ASSAILS 
RECOVERY-BY-SCARCITY IDEA 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 21.—Henry 
Breckinridge, independent candi- 
date for United States Senator, last 
night denounced what he termed 
“this new economic idea of ‘pros- 
perity through scarity,’” as a “very 
costly business.” : 

In a radio speech Breckinridge 
said: “There have been two policies 
foisted on the Government by the 
bureaucrats, either one of which 
alone would be enough to account 
for this country lagging behind in 
recovery. One policy is the folly 
of Government setting out deliber- 
ately to destroy the wealth of na- 
ture in the name. of farm relief. 
The other is the enlistment of a 
vast army of willing officeholders 
whose only function in life is to 
meddle, pry and interfere in our 
lives to such an extent that liter- 
ally we cannot carry on our busi- 
ness from day to day nor plan for 
day after tomorrow.” 

He called Prof. O. M. W. Sprague 
and Edwin W. Kemmerer, financial 
experts “without superiors.” 
Sprague, he said, left his post in 
the Government because he was 
“no longer able to support what 
he considered dangerous and un- 
sound monetary policies.” He add- 
ed: “So far as I can learn, Prof. 
Kemmerer, possibly the outstand- 
ing governmental monetary expert 
of the world, has never even been 
conversed with.” 


IOWA FARM UNION TERMS 
AAA PROGRAM A FAILURE 


Calis on Roosevelt to Oust Wallace 
and to “Abandon This Plan 
of Destruction.”

DES MOINES, Ia., Sept. 21. —| 
Directors of the Farmers’ National | 


Holiday Association, backer of a 
strike to promote “cost of produc- 
tion” for Midwestern farmers last 
year, voted down a proposition for 
a new strike yesterday. 

Then the Iowa Farmers’ Union, 
which had been urged to take strike 
action, approved a resolution pledg- 
ing support to organized labor in 
strikes for “a reasonable share of 
the wealth they produce,” but mak- 
ing no mention of a farm strike. 

A resolution adopted by the union 
denounced the national administra- 
tion’s agricultural relief program 
as “absurd, a colossal failure and 
fraught with the gravest danger to 
the food supply of the nation.” A 
preamble “emphatically condemned” 
the “program of reduction and de- 
struction*so long as people are hun- 
gry and in rags.” The union called 
on President Roosevelt to remove 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
and “abandon this program of de- 
struction.” Farmers were warned 
against signing of reduction con- 
tracts, which were declared to be 
compelling them to “sign away their 
legal rights.”

Roper Adviser Asserts Business 
Grasped at Bait to Escape 
Compeétition.

BARNSTAPLE, England, Sept: 
21.—Ambassador Robert W. Bing- 
ham of the United States today 
was made an honorary freeman of 


Barnstaple Borough, the oldest bor- 
ough in the United Kingdom, in a 
ceremony which he called another 
manifestation of the cordiality be- 
tween Great Britain and America. 

The Ambassador, one of whose 
maternal ancestors left Barnstaple 
in 1630 to help found Barnstable, 
Mass., said the ceremony “marks 
something vastly more important 
than a dignity conferred upon an 
individual.” 

“I feel, indeed,” he said, “that it 
is a gracious and friendly expres- 
sion not only from your Barnstaple 
to its namesake in Massachusetts, 
but from your country to mine.” 

Inspection of Soldiers. 

He was greeted here by a bat- 
talion of Territorials—the National 
Guardsmen of England—and he in- 
spected them before proceeding to 
the City Hall. There he presented 
to the city fathers a photostatic 
copy of the Massachusetts town’s 
charter which the Barnstable Se- 
lectmen in a resolution said they 
were sending “as a visible token 
and constant reminder of the close 
tie uniting this new Barnstable of 
New England with the old Barn- 
staple of Old England.” 

Another resolution invited the 
residents of Barnstaple to visit 
Barnstable for its three hundredth 
anniversary in 1939. 

Bingham read the resolutions 
aloud, then paid tribute to the early 
American settlers from England as 
“representatives of the magnificent 
Elizabethan period in which the 
world-wide foundations of the Brit- 
ish Empire were laid.” 

Scroll of Freemanship. 
. The Ambassador received a scroll 
of freemanship. Mayor Charles 
Dart placed it in his hands “in rec- 
ognition of his eminent position and 
of his family associations with 
Barnstaple.” 

The scroll was in an ornate silver 
casket decorated with figures of 
the British Lion and the United 
States’ Eagle and with its cover sur- 
mounted by a ship of the Mayflower 
period in full sail. 

On his way to City Hall, Bing- 
hem drpve through streets decorat- 
ead with the Stars and Stripes, the 
Union Jack and banners of wel- 
come. 

As the Ambassador alighted from 
his automobile, a nurse presented a 
sprig of heather sent by Queen 
Mary from Balmoral Castle and to 
be sold on behalf of a local hospi- 
tal’s tag day.

ROPE HOPPER CONSTRUCTED 
TO SCREEN POTATO CROP 


Simple Device, Easily Made, Re- 

moves Dirt and Rocks and 

Reduces Injury to Tubers. 
WASHINGTON. — A_ rope-bot- 
tomed hopper for screening dirt, 
rocks, and small potatoes from the 
harvested crop when dropped 
through scuttles into farm storage 
houses has been developed by A. D. 
Edgar, agricultural engineer of the 
Department of Agriculture. 
The hopper was designed to re- 
place the wooden racks now in use 
and to lessen grade injuries’ to 
tubers. It is easily made. 
The device consists of a 2 by 4 
frame over which threé-eighth-inch 
rope is stretched three-fourths inch 
apart on centers. At the ends of 
the hopper the rope is bent around

| Criticism of the Government 
- Encouraged in Russia; Papers 
Print Brickbats and Bouquets 


Many Complaints Against Officials Published 
But Soviet System and Two Five-Year 
Plans Are Immune. 


By the Associated Press. 


LENINGRAD, Sept. 21.—The 
Soviet Union is a land of com- 
plaints. The Government invites 
them. It believes in self-criticism. 
The public is taught that the Gov- 
ernment is theirs and it can win 
perfection only by learning its er- 
rors. 

No press in the world prints so 
many wails and woes. In edito- 
rials, special articles and letters 
to the editors, maladministration is 
denounced. Communists and non- 
Communists alike join in the bar- 
rage. Bouquets are far less nu- 
merous than brickbats. 

Life is hard in the Soviet Union. 
Stalin and his associates in control 
of the Communist party admit it 
in their speeches. Living stand- 
ards are too low, but the public is 
told that the only way to raise 
them is to join whole-heartedly 
in the plans of the proletarian Gov- 
ernment and hasten the complete 
socialization of industry and agri- 
culture. 

Many Units Under Fire. 

Transportation, industry, market- 
ing and agriculture are all under 
fire. Failure to fulfill plans is as- 
sailed from Vladivostok to the Bal- 
tic, from the White Sea to the 
Black. 

Critics have little to say about 
the plans themselves. The Soviet 
system and the second five-year 
plan generally are regarded -as 
above criticism. At ieast they are 
not attacked in the press and in 
public utterances. 

The general faith in mechaniza- 
tion attains the proportions of a re- 
ligion. The United States is idolized 
for its mastery of mass production, 
which Russians hope to achieve. 
American capitalism is despised 
less than the capitalism of other 
lands because of the high develop- 
ment of technique in the industries 
of the United States. 

American Technique Is Ideal. 

American technique, practiced by 
workers thoroughly schooled in 


Marxian philosophy, is the ideal of 
Bolshevism. But the approach -to 
this ideal is rough. Dominant ques- 
tions are: 

Why do the railways fail to 
achieve the construction and repair 
work assigned to them? 

Why do t‘.e machine tractor sta- 
tions fail to have all combines, 
threshers and tractors in repair for 
the harvest? 

Why do the furniture trusts use 
in their product green wood which 
shrinks? 

Why are dishes so expensive and 
scarce? 

Why are store managers and 
clerks permitted to give’ short 
weight, misrepresent shoddy goods 
and overcharge in 10,000 stores? 

Why are building trusts so slow 
in providing workers with decent 
quarters? 

Why are bread prices so high? 

Why are meat and fats so scarce 
and so dear? 

Why is the supply of goods for 
women's dresses so limited, and 
why are.the patterns so ugly? 

Why isn’t wall paper available? 


Hundreds of Questions. 


These and hundreds of other 
questions reach the Kremlin from 
thousands of villages and collective 
farms scattered throughout the re- 
publics and administrative areas 
which comprise the Soviet Union. 

Most of the queries are accom- 
panied by answers. A local offi- 
cial is blamed for failure to heed 
complaints. The district Commu- 
nist Committee is charged with 
failure to inspect local party organ- 
izations and send eificient men to 
replace inefficient ones. 

The complaints supply material 
for party cleansing committees 
whose hearings weed out disloyal 
Communists. They result in the 
trial of dishonest and inefficient of- 
ficials. They send many men and 
women to death or prison for theft 
or destruction of Government prov~’ 
erty through non-social action.

STAVISKY SCANDAL AGAIN 


CONFRONTS FRENCH CABINET 


Revived With Publication of Po- 
lice Report on Secret Inquiry 
Into Judge Prince’s Death. 

By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Sept. 21. — The report 
of the secret police investigation 
into the death of Judge Albert 
Prince was in publication today 
and with it the Stavisky scandal 
rose to plague the cabinet. 

Published -lespite the objections 
of Minister of Justice Henri Che- 
ron, the report is expected to be 
hotly discussed in the cabinet with 
Cheron under heavy fire by oppo- 
nents who seek to oust him. In 
many quarters it was thought the 
life of the present cabinet was 
threatened. 

The report quoted Prince as de- 
scribing the Stavisky scandal as 
bigger than the famous “Queen’s 
necklace,” case. It goes deeply in- 
to the life of Judge Prince, men- 
tioning the names of many women. 
It cited testimony supporting a the- 
ory that he frequently was great- 
ly depresSed and often threat- 
ened suicide, but drew no conclu- 
sion whether he was slain or took 
his own life. 

Judge Prince, who was about to 
give testimony concerning the fi- 
nancial operations of the late Serge 
Stavisky, was found dead on rail- 
road tracks under’ circumstances 
suspicious to the police. 
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ALLEGES NATIONS 
MAKE POISON GAS 
DESPITE LEAGUE 


Turkish Letter to Chemical 
Firm Says Most of Coun- 
tries Have Units Despite 
Agreement. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—The 

Senate Munitions Committee today 

was told that almost every nation 


holding membership in the League 
of Nations has organized chemical 
and poison gas warfare units with- 
in their armies ir violation of the 
League rules of warfare. 

The statement was made in cor- 
respondence from ‘Turkey to the 
Lake Erie Chemical Co. of Cleve- 
land. The letters said Turkey had 
no desire “to fall into the same sit- 
uation as Manchuria,” and had de- 
cided to build a camouflaged lethal 
gas plant. 

Col. B. C. Goss, president of the 
chemical company, said he went to 
Turkey this year to discuss the or- 
ganization of a chemical warfare 
unit, and also submitted a plan for 
such warfare to Rumania. The 
Turkish proposal followed a letter 
received last year from Bekir Nu- 
zhet of Istanbul, which said the 
Turkish Government as a perma- 
nent member of the League of Na- 
tions had undertaken not to use 
the chemical warfare gas in future 
wars. It added, however, that al- 
most every other country partici- 
pating in the League already had 
gas mobilization in their army. 

Plant’s Purpose Masked. 

“Our Government is the least de- 
sirous to fall into the same situa- 
tion as Manchuria,” it continued, 
“and therefore has decided to build 
a costique-soda factory.” 

“Undoubtedly, therefore, the 
minor production of this plant will 
be turned into commercial pur- 
poses, and will mask the original 
purpose of the plant. 

“Our Government might be in 
need of gas mobilization within 
these months as the general condi- 
tions of Europe politically are sim- 
ilar to those in 1914.” 

Goss testified he also was nego- 
tiating with the Rumanian Govern- 
ment for the establishment of 
chemical warfare sections in its 
army. He also was negotiating for 
the sale of gas masks in Turkey. 

“So you were trying to promote 
war gases with one hand and gas 
masks with the other in Turkey,” 
remarked Senator Clark of Mis- 
souri. 

“Am I to infer that you think 
there is anything reprehensible in 
that?” Goss asked. “All chemical 
warfare services are trained and 
equipped for offense and defense.’ 

Legion Pressure Sought. 

Evidence was presented that offi- 
cers of the Lake Erie Chemical Co., 
in January, 1933, sought to enlist 
aid of American Legion officers in 
bringing pressure to kill the em- 
bargo Dill. 

In writing to F. C. Huber, South 
American agent for Lake Erie at 
the time, Goss said the most pow- 
erful lobby in Washington was that 


“conducted by the American Legion” 


and that he had telegraphed offi- 
cers of the legion “requesting that 
every ounce of pressure be brought 


to bear to stop any! such foolish ac- 
tion.” 


Clark observed that any officer 


of the legion who engaged in prop- 
aganda work to kill

CALIFORNIANS PUT 
SINCLAIR PLAN IN 
PARTY PLATFORM 


Democratic. Convention 
Approves ‘End Poverty’ 
Program of Candidate 


for Governor. 


By the Associated Press. 

SACRAMENTO, Cal, Sept. 2L— 
Upton Sinclair’s “epic” plan which 
won for him the Democratic nom- 
ination for Govérnor of California 
was indorsed virtually in full in 
the platform adopted by the Demo- 
cratic state convention yesterday. 
Conservative opposition was routed, 

A cheering body -of delegates, 
composed of party nominees chosen 
in the recent primary, accepted 
the plan, which Republicans have 
termed radically Socialistic, by a 
vote of 113 to 4. 

Senator William G. McAdoo and 
George Creel, war time Director 
of Propaganda and Roosevelt sup- 
porter who was one of Sinclair’s 
opponents in the primary, were 
among those voting for the Sinclair 
platform. 

At the same time the Socialist 
party, of which Sinclair was a lead- 
er for years, read the Democratic 
gubernatorial nominee out of their 
organization; and the Republicans, 
also in State convention, heard 
speeches denouncing the Sinclair 
program as “a spurious utopia.” 

Democratic opponents who had 
sought to alter Sinclair’s plans in 
the drafting of the platform were 
overridden 3 to 1 in the only skir- 
mish of the convention. 

Expressing confidence that Cali- 
fornia democracy would unite be- 
hind his leadership, Sinclair said 
unofficially that “end poverty in 
California” program would be 
broadened into a movement to “end 
poverty in civilization.” 

The platform states the deficit 
in California will be increased in 
the next biennium from $30,000,000 
to $130,000,000. 

During his campaign, Sinclair 
said $100,000,000 would be required 
to finance his program designed to 
end poverty in California. 

In order to erase this anticipated 
deficit the platform states that re- 
forms in the tax structure must 
be made, The first step in this re- 
form is the immediate repeal of 
the sales tax. 

Other plans include a State in- 
come tax on corporations and in- 
dividuals and increases in bank and 
inheritance taxes.

An Educational Suggestion. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ILLIAM THALER’S letter, entitled 

“Our Faulty Higher Education,” 
needs considerable elaboration, but I 
should like to comment upon it briefly. 
I think that we can agree that the cur- 
ricula of most colleges and universities 
need revision. At a conference of edu- 
cators this summer on the campus of 
the University of Chicago, a great deal 
of discussion evolved around the need of 
changing the college curricula to meet 
the needs of a changing social and eco- 
nomic order, but the discussion re- 
mained, mostly, ex cathedra. 

We might agree that the institutions 
of higher learning are not alone in 
“turning out” a confused people at this 
time. Perhaps the primary and sec- 
ondary schools are also in need of con- 
structive criticism on this ground. Let 
us be pragmatic. May we not need, in 
the latter schools, to revitalize the teach- 
ing of economics, political science and 
sociology, and possibly add the com- 
paratively new science of anthropology 
to the antiquated curricula of these 
schools? Every high-school graduate 
should have a firm grasp of the funda- 
mentals of these subjects to understand 
the primary group or family, the neigh- 
borhood in which he lives, the city, the 
state and the nation. He needs to un- 
derstand these things, not only for his 
own country, but for the family of na- 
tions of which we are a part. 

If the studies are so arranged as to 
challenge the imagination of the stu- 
dents; really to seem a vital part of his 
everyday life, we would have much less 
worry about the number of failures in 
our schools. The students would become 
so interested that they would educate 
themselves. We need to arrange these 
courses to answer the questions, “Who 
does what when?” and “Who gets what 
when, and how?” 

Lastly, then, we do not need to con- 
demn the faraway institutions of higher 
learning without considering that there 
is much need of change in the curricula 
right here at home. It may be that we 
are too close to the situation to see 
what we have, and what is possible.

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THE PEOPLE’S BUSINESS. 

It is not surprising that the senatorial investiga- 
tion into the munitions industry should bring pro 
tests from other countries. Indeed, the surprising 
thing would be for an inquiry into a business of so 
international a character to be held without reper- 
cussions of this sort. 

The American people, therefore, should be grateful 
for the statement of the investigating committee in 
answer to the protests of Argentina and other coun- 
tries. Directed to the citizens of South America, the 
committee’s statement makes it plain that its mem- 
bers derive no pleasuré from disclosures concerning 
the relations of American munitions manufacturers 
with the citizens of other countries. The committee 
says: : 

The methods which the arms makers and arms 
sellets use to promote high-priced hostilities may 
easily become a menace to the peace of nations 
in every part of the world. We have made an 
honest effort to get at the facts, and we have 
spared no American company which has indicted 
itself from its own records. We have not spared 
European makers or sellers where the truth 
available to us involved them. We ask the citi- 
zens of South America to understand that peace 
can only come with complete frankness. 

This heartening attitude was expressed even more 
succinctly when Senator Clark of Missouri, one of 
the members of the committee, said: “We are here 
to expose the skeleton in our own closet, in the hope 
that other countries may have the good sense and 
sincerity to do likewise.” Nor is it too much to hope 
that the American investigation will open the way. 
for similar inquiries in other countries. Already, 
the British Labor party has decided to demand a 
complete investigation of the munitions industry in 
Great Britain on the reassembling of Parliament next 
month. In this, the Laborites have been joined by 
several Liberal members, who have been awakened to 
the need for light on the traffic in armaments. Sim- 
ilar proposals are being made in other capitals, nota- 
bly in Paris. It seems likely that the Disarmament 
Commission of the League of Nations will conduct a 
munitions investigation on an international basis 
this fall. 

There can be no doubt as to the attitude of the 
American people toward the bribery of foreign agents 
by munitions makers in order to sell their products. 
Public indignation was widespread when a senatorial 
investigation disclosed that promoters of foreign 
loans had used similar methods to induce certain 
governments to borrow American capital. The dis- 
closures of the current investigation present an even 
graver offense against decency, in that the “com- 
missions” paid by the munitions manufacturers were 
in the interest of building up war machines, and 
thus endangered world peace. 

At the hearings in Washington this week, John W. 
Young, president of the Federal Laboratories, testi- 
fied that his company had paid commissions to a 
Lieutenant-Commander of the United States Navy 
for orders which this officer procured for the com- 
pany in the Republic of Colombia. In other words, 
this company made use of an agent of the American 
people in the marketing of war materials. It is just 
such disclosures as this that make it necessary that 
the investigation proceed without fear or favor. In- 
dividuals will be offended, influential interests will 
not like it. But it must go on unthrottled. 

The personnel of the committee and the support- 
ing attitude of Secretary of State Hull are good as- 
surances that the inquiry will hold to the course 
which Senators Nye and Vandenberg charted for it 
in their trail-blazing resolution. The members of the 
committee are doing the people’s business, and in 
contrast to that, the campaign contributions of muni- 
tions manufacturers and the sensibilities of persons 
who accept bribes are of small concern indeed. 
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A MODEL COUNTY. 
Inspired by the new urge to innovation and experi- 
ment in public affairs, New York State soon will set 
up a laboratory in the form of a “model county.” 
Tompkins County, with a population of 41,490, whose 
county seat is Ithaca, seat of Cornell University, will 
be the scene of the experiment. With an appropria- 
tion of $200,000 from the State Temporary Emergency 
Relief Administration, a development board has been 
formed, which will build rural roads, make land-use 
surveys, extend power lines, revise school districts 
and set up subsistence homesteads. Submarginal 
lands will be purchased, to be converted into refor- 
estation projects and game refuges. The initial fund 
is only a small part of the money that will be sup- 
plied by State and county for the project. 
It is a noteworthy event nowadays when a local 
governmental unit goes in for self-help.

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THE RAILROAD SITUATION. 

Harry A. Wheeler, president of the Railway Busi- 
ness Association, says the Railroad Pension Act en- 
acted by the last Congress has made the railroad sit- 
uation acute. Meanwhile, the railroad policy of the 
Government is only in the making. This is unfor- 
tunate, for until it is known what this policy is to 
be, the railroad situation can only drift. 

Mr. Wheeler says about one-sixth of the total op- 

erated railroad mileage of the country is in receiver- 
ship, and he fears more receiverships will follow the 
Pension Act. He thinks the roads not in receivership 
should move hastily to reorganize themselves finan- 
cially and place their capital structures in such 
shape that they can be supported by earnings. In- 
vestors are not going to put their money into the rail- 
roads until they know that earnings can carry the 
capital structure, so delay in reorganization operates 
in two ways to paralyze the industry. It first men- 
aces old investment with receivership, and then dis- 
courages new investment. : 
Mr. Wheeler thinks the railroads, bondholders and 
shareholders should get together and act promptly. 
He is afraid that if they do not do so, they will have 
reorganization thrust upon them by Congress. It is 
a bitter choice in many cases, but it must be made. 
The truth is that many of the railroads would be bet- 
ter off had they long ago been put through the 
wringer. 

Both President Roosevelt and Co-ordinator East- 
man are quite aware of the situation. They recently 
talked it over at Hyde Park, but Mr. Eastman has 
not been willing to divulge any plan they might have 
agreed upon. The Pension Act was unfortunate. 
Probably the President, more interested at the time 
in the principle than in the thing itself, would ad- 
mit as much now.

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CLEARING UP THE LINDBERGH CASE. 

At what seems to be the imminent clearing up of 
the Lindbergh kidnaping tragedy, the country will 
preathe a sigh of relief. The police have announced 
unqualifiedly that they have the man who received 
the ransom money. It is reasonable to believe that 
his confederates will soon be in custody. And the 
processes of justice certainly will work with the 
speed and severity that the public interest demands. 

We believe it can be said literally that no other 
crime has so shocked the world as the kidnaping and 
murder of Charles A. Lindbergh Jr. Every parent 
mourned with the great flyer and Mrs, Lindbergh 
when the body was found. The fiendish details, in- 
cluding the bold demand for ransom money after 
the baby was dead, remain imprinted upon the minds 
of us ali. 

If so terrible a crime could not be solved and 
its perpetrators brought to book, the failure would 
constitute a grave indictment of our system of de- 
tection. So impressed with the need for solving the 
crime was the Federal Government that it detailed 
a special force of its best men to work exclusively 
on the case, and hardly a policeman exists in the 
country whose highest ambition it has not been to 
find the culprits. 

The arrest was brought about just as one of the 
Federal agencies working on the case expected it 
would be—through the alertness of a private citizen. 
Previously, Lindbergh bills had been turned in, but 
those who received them were unable to say from 
whom they were obtained. This time, a filling sta- 
tion attendant, suspicious when he received a gold 
certificate, was smart enough to jot down the license 
number of the passer’s car. Congratulations to him, 
and to the police who ran down the tip. 
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AN OFFICIAL INQUIRY IN ORDER. 

In commenting upon the sensational charges of 
election irregularities made by the Non-Partisan Hon- 
est Elections Committee, Chairman Waechter of the 
Board of Election Commissioners said the committee 
is a Republican organization. That is wholly beside 
the point. It does not matter whether the commit- 
tee is composed of Democrats, Republicans or Hot- 
tentots. The only point is: . Are the charges made 
by the committee true, or are they untrue? 

Miss Bobb, the committee’s chairman, and formerly 
chairman of the Election Board, appeared before the 
grand jury yesterday to present the evidence which 
was outlined at a meeting Monday evening. It is 
charged that 1800 names on registration lists for 14 
precincts are improperly there; that at least 90 
names are registered from 16 vacant lots; that in one 
precinct where 29 registered persons were not found, 
two were registered from a vacant lot, one was dead 
and another was in the penitentiary; that in another 
precinct, 23 persons never lived at the addresses 


given. 

The Election Board was furnished with these and 
other charges, backed by evidence. The committee 
only withheld the names of informants whose con- 
fidence they had obligated themselves to respect. 
Those names are being made available to the grand 
jury. The Election Board meanwhile has ail the 
data necessary to make its own investigation. 

This is precisely the kind of duty that the law im- 
poses on the Election Board. Instead of denouncing 
the committee as a Republican organization, Chair- 
man Waechter should welcome its aid and co-operate 
in purging the registration books. In some wards 
of St. Louis, it is not necessary to have affidavits to 
know that a very suspicious condition exists. 

We have not heard the last of the Non-Partisan 
Honest Elections Committee. Its work, it says, will 
go on, and anything it may do to prevent a return 
of the conditions of the old Butler Indian days will 
receive the applause of all good citizens of all 
parties. 
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FARM MORATORIUM HELD INVALID. 

The farm mortgage moratorium amendment to the 
Bankruptcy Act has been held unconstitutional by 
Judge Chestnut in the Federal District Court at Bal- 
timore. The decision points out that, first, the 
amendment removes the protection given the con- 
tracting creditor by the laws of each state and dou- 
bles the protection of the farmer-debtor; and, second, 
“tends to supersede the right retained by each indi- 
vidual state in the operation of its courts and to ab- 
rogate contracts legally entered into... .” 

The opinion stresses the inequity of the amend- 
ment in the details of its application and reaches 
the conclusion that “such legislation, whether Fed- 
eral or state, is quite ‘subversive of the most funda- 
mental principles of the social contract,’ and more 
specifically is not consistent with due process of 


law. 

The moratorium was frankly drawn in favor of 
distressed farmers, victims of depression conditions, 
who, unless some such assistance were provided, 
would in many instances lose their farms by fore- 
closure. The element of public policy entered into 
its enactment. It was argued, too, that, by and 
large, creditor as well as debtor would profit by the 
procedure, and that the temporary discrimination 
against the creditor and the undeniable suspension 
of contracts were, in that view, justifiable. 

The court takes cognizance of these considerations 
and contentions, but cites “the imperative duty of the 
judicial branch to declare the law invalid if not con- 
sistent with the Constitution.” 

It will be recalled, perhaps, that this moratorium 
amendment, passed in the rush and confusion of the 
closing days of the last session of Congress, was 
criticised as loosely drawn.

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Saving the Mississippi Valley

OME 14 years ago, the late Arthur J. 

Mason, after exhaustive studies of soils 

and drainage in the Mississippi Valley, 
asked the startling question, “Is the United 
States a permanent country?” To many of 
his hearers and readers, the words did not 
make sense. Surely the land itself could not 
disappear. The answer was that, though the 
land itself would remain, unless the slow 
geologic changes of millions of years sank 
it in the sea, its productivity might be lost. 

In fact, the productivity of large areas 
in the Mississippi Valley had already di- 
minished, and it can be predicted with sci- 
entific certainty that if neither climate nor 
agricultural methods change, the granary 
of the United States will be practically emp- 
ty within a century. We can visualize what 
is happening if we think of 6000 average 
truck loads of good soil hauled out of the 
Mississippi Valley every minute of every 
year and dumped where they are of no use 
to anybody. 

The now almost incalculable wealth of 
this tremendous area, including 27 states, 
covering 1,235,000 square miles and inhabit- 
ed by 49,000,000 people, cannot be saved ex- 
cept by careful, continuous and co-ordinated 
planning. Without planning, we face a dis- 
aster as certain as tomorrow’s sunrise. With 
planning, we can raise the whole level of 
life in the Valley and make it yield not only 
an increased supply of material goods, but 
those immaterial satisfactions without which 
human existence is meaningless, 

o * + 


Something has gone wrong. Somehow, 
man has upset the balance of nature. The 
Valley has not failed us, but we have failed 
the Valley. We have used it in the wrong 
way, partly by cutting off too much of the 
forest, more largely by breaking up the sod 
and allowing the soil to be washed and 
blown away. We have drained too many 
swamps. We have slicked the course of the 
water to the sea instead of allowing it to 
accumulate in its natural reservoirs. We 
must now redress the lost balance by a sys- 
tem of scientific management. 

A large order, indeed, before which the 
most absolute of dictators might hesitate. 
A dictator, in fact, could do little with the 
Mississippi Valley. What has to be done is a 
job for millions of people, working together 
in an American way because each under- 
stands that the common good is also his 
own private good. 

The Mississippi Valley Committee’s func- 
tion, as laid down by President Roosevelt 
and interpreted by the far-seeing head of 
the Department of the Interior, Secretary 
Ickes, is to analyze the great task, bring 
out, and if possible reconcile, ail differences 
of opinion, and bring together every scrap 
of information on the undertaking. 

The committee decided there could be no 
complete picture without studies of erosion, 
land use, navigation and _ transportation, 
power, irrigation, forestation, recreation, in- 
dustry, water supply and sewage disposal, 
population, governmental reorganization, 
Federal control and the art—or science—of 
planning. ! 

Everything centers about water—too much 
waten, too lite water, water at the wrong

place, water at the wrong time. Precipita- 
tion we cannot control; we can, however, 
aid evaporation and check run-off by keep- 
ing land under sod, by planting trees, by 
building dams and reservoirs. In this fash- 
ion, we can deal with floods as well as with 
drouths, and can provide parks and lakes 
for the people to play in as well as channels 
for boats to carry their freight. 

The proper balance of these uses has, of 
course, still to be decided, though all must 
receive consideration. But we believe it will 
be possible to arrive at a pattern in which 
no element will be out of proportion. 
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If the great river system is plotted on a 
map, with the width of the lines indicating 
the mean annual flow, it looks like a 
gnarled apple tree, with its lower’ trunk, 
below the mouth of the Ohio, disproportion- 
ately thick. The Ohio brings in more water 
than any other single tributary—more than 
either the Mississippi or the Missouri con- 
tains above the junction points. The greater 
part of the water comes from the rivers 
of the eastern slope; the network on the 
west soon fades into thin lines. 

The story is graphically told: An eastern 
section with precipitation which is ordinar- 
ily abundant, a western section where it is 
less than adequate, One is reminded of Ar- 
thur Mason’s remark that he wished he 
could “get a job of allocating the rainfall,” 
in which case he believed he could “easily 
and advantageously take 15 to 20 inches 
off the Middle West and bestow it on the 
arid region beyond the 100th meridian.” 

What sort of plan is likely to emerge 
from all the field studies and consultations 
with authorities? If this question could be 
answered at the present time, the members 
of the committee could shut up shop and 
go home. A progress report will go to Sec- 
retary Ickes Oct. 1, in which will be in- 
cluded the record of a number of projects 
which the committee, as part of its duties, 
has investigated for the PWA. 

A few conclusions may be set down as 
inescapable, That there must be planning if 
disaster is to be avoided—or, a better way 
of putting it, a “good life” is to be secured 
for the present and future population of the 
Mississippi Valley—is certain. The plan ar- 
rived‘at will not be a blueprint. It will be 
capable of growth and modification. 

Each stream will be treated as a unit. 
This raises one of the most difficult prob- 
lems confronting our people, that of obtain- 
ing easy and effective co-operation among 
heighboring states in matters of common 
interest. We know that no plan we make 
can be imposed upon the public. We can 
work only through what George Soule has 
aptly called “the engineering of consent.” 
We must convince farmers, villagers, city 
dwellers and even industrial and clerical 
workers, for the Mississippi Valley includes 
all these elements. 

But primarily, we are not setting out to 
convince anyone of the truth of any set of 
doctrines, The bare truth is enough. And the 
truth is, to use an expression of Prof, J. 
Russell Smith of Columbia University, that, 
at least in the Mississippi Valley. we must 
“plan or perish.” There is no middle ground,

IN MONTH AT E. ST, LOUIS 


Average Duration of Care Was 
3.7 Days; 121 Families Also 
Helped. 

The East St. Louis Service Bu- 
reau for Transients, at Ninth and 
Brady avenue, gave lodging and 
food to 5830 unattached men and 
121 families during August, H. G. 
Heideman, director, announced yes- 
terday. The average duration of 


in the new House |

, care for the transients was 3.7 days. 


Fifty per cent of the men stay less 
than 24 hours and the remainder 
average two weeks, Heideman said. 
Out of the total cared for, 394 re- 
mained for an entire month and of 
this amount 172 were from East 
St. Louis. 

Heideman said expenditures for 
August were $13,500 and that costs 
per individual per day was 53 
cents. The bureau has an admin- 
istrative force of 13 on the  pay- 
roll, the 36 other office workers 
being cash relief clients. Thirty 
per cent of these receive $2 to $3 a 
week. 

Meals served numbered _ 69,597, 
medical care was administered to 
730 men, and clothing was fur- 
nished to 529. Each relief “client,” 
as lodgers are termed, must put in 
at least 24 hours a week to defray 
food and lodging costs. Forty-two 
men received transportation to 
their legal residences, where they 
could receive aid. The shelter is 
one of a network of seven scat- 
tered throughout the State and 
maintained by the Illinois Emer- 
gency Relief Commission.

Cooler days make entertaining a 
pleasure. Why not set aside one

If both guest and hostess are to 
enjoy this occasion, it is necessary 
to plan a menu that will be sim- 
ple of preparation, yet attractive 
in service and which will keep 
within the budget, too.

Serve a meat which will be easy 
for the host to serve and for the 
guest to eat. Any guest who has 
struggled with the intricacies of a 
young fried chicken or a host who 
has tried to carve a shoulder of 
lamb with the bones apparently oc- 
curring at unexpected places will 
appreciate having these factors con- 
sidered. 

Roasts of beef ribs, shoulder or 
breast of lamb or veal can be boned 
and either rolled or stuffed _ to 
make serving easier. Chops may 
also be boned and wrapped in salt 
pork or bacon to Keep them intact 
and make them easy to cut. 

Meat Loaves Easily Sliced. 

There are delicious loaves of meat 
which slice easily and serve. to 
excellent advantage. A ham loaf 
served with a tasty tomato sauce 
or a beef loaf rolled around the 
dressing rather than mixed with it 
‘make attractive meats to serve. 
| Another factor for consideration 
‘is the ease with which the meat 
dish may be kept hot and tasty un- 
‘til dinner is served. With the ex- 
‘tra touches to be put onto a com- 
pany dinner, it is a joy to know 
‘that the meat dish is keeping hot 
olerente becoming dry or otherwise. 


HOT BREADS VARY 
BREAKFAST MENUS 


Sour Cream, Date, Cranberry 
or Pineapple Muffins Add 
Interest to Morning Meal. 


Breakfast may be a dull and un- 
interesting meal that makes it dif- 
ficult to start the day cheerfully, 
or it may be one of the good half 
hours of the day. It depends part- 
ly on your state of mind, partly on 
the time you allow for eating, and 
of course partly on the food that 
is served. A breakfast where a dif-

Now is the time 
to plan a variation—here are some 
recipes to start with, but if-you do 
not want to take time to make 
them at home, there is, in most 
places, a fine assortment to choose 
from at your local bakers—muffins 
of various kinds, variety in rolls, 
raisin bread, cinnamon buns and 
other kinds, several varieties of cof- 
fee cake and stollen—look them 
over and make your choice. 

Home-Made Coffee Cake. 

Home-made coffee cake is not dif- 
ficult to attempt. Make it the day 
before for breakfast and reheat it 
while the coffee is dripping. The 
recipe given here is made with yeast 
and will produce a large ring.

CRABAPPLES ARE OLD- 
FASHIONED FAVORITES 


PICED crabapples were one of 
grandmother's pets. Mix two 
teaspoons whole cloves, two tea- 
spoons whole allspice and a three 
or four inch piece of stick cinna- 
mon broken in pieces and tie in a: 
small cheesecloth bag. Mix two 
cups sugar, one cup water and one 
cup strong cider vinegar togeth- 
er and heat to the boiling point. 
Drop in the spice bag and simmer 
for five minutes. Wash five pounds 
crabapples and prick each one sev- 
eral times with a large needle to 
keep the skin from breaking, Drop 
the crabapples into the hot syrup 
which should be deep enough to 
cover them. It will probably be 
necessary to cook part of them at 
a time. Boil. slowly until the ap- 
ples are tender but not broken. Lift 
from the syrup and pack in hot 
jars. Pour the hot syrup over them 
to cover. Cover and store in dark 
place. The stems should be left on 
the apples if possible as they add 
much to the appearance and are 
ecotg as handles when eating the 
ruit. 


Sweet Pickled Crabapples. 

Sweet pickled crabapples are at- 
tractive and very, very good. Se- 
lect firm; perfect, dark red crab 
apples—five pounds of them. If 
possible see that the stems are left 
on. Wash the fruit, drain and put 
in a deep stone jar. Mix four 
pounds sugar with five cups vine- 
gar, one tablespoon whole allspice, 
two teaspoons whole cloves and a 
blade of mace. Boil for 10 minutes, 
then pour over the crabapples boil- 
ing hot, cover and let stand until 
the next day. Then drain off the 
Syrup, reheat to the boiling point 
and boil five minutes. Pour over 
the fruit and let stand again until 
the next day. Repeat once more 
and on the fourth day, put the ap- 
ples and the syrup in a saucepan 
and simmer for 15 minutes. If nec- 
essary make a little more syrup, 
using the same. proportions of 
vinegar, sugar and spices as there 
should be enough syrup to cover 
the fruit when done. After 15 min- 
utes simmering, pour the fruit and 
syrup into the stone jar or into 
pint glass jars and cover. Keep 
at least two weeks before using— 
will keep indefinitely. Makes 
about four pint jars.

FAL BRINGS REVIVAL 
OF CHURCH DINNERS 


Autumn Activities Suggest 
Quantity Recipes; Family 
Dishes Often Impractical. 


After the lay summer lull, 
church-and club activities begin to 
pick up with new fall zest. Mem- 
bers whose enthusiasm was worn 
threadbare at the end of the spring 
rush return from their holiday trips 
full of energy for the new year’s 
work. Eagerly they plunge into 
their fall activities, not the least of 
which are the countless pleasant 
dinners that women’s organizations 
are wont to give to raise funds for 
the new season, or just to get to- 
gether again. So often, though, it 
is difficult to plan a budgeted meal 
for a large group of people. Recipes 
for six do not always multiply suce 
cessfully, and dishes that are de- 
lightful when served for a small 
family, often are quite impractical 
for a big group. So it will be with 
considerable relief that clubwomen 
may turn to these quantity recipes 
for their fall dinner parties. 

Ham Baked With Barbecue Sauce. 
(Serves 50). 

Soak two hams, weighing 10 
pounds each, for three or four ours 
or over night in warm water to ex- 
tract salt. Drain. Add fresh water 
and boil slowly until tender, about 
three and a half or four hours. Re- 
move from water, place in roast- 
ing pan, cover with barbecue sauce 
and bake in a moderate oven until 
thoroughly cooked (one and one- 
half to two hours), basting con- 
gtantly with the sauce. 

Barbecue Sauce (Serves 50). 

Chop two large onions and two 
cloves garlic very finely. Add one 
cup tomato ketchup, one cup 
Worcestershire sauce, one large can 
cream of tomato soup, one cup cider 
vinegar, two tablespoons butter, two 
tablespoons sugar and one-half tea- 
gpoon pepper. Pour over hams. 

Quick Cole Slaw (Serves 50). 

To two gallons finely shredded 
cabbage, add two and one-third ta- 
blespoons sugar, two and one-third 
tablespoons salt and one teaspoon 
pepper. Mix one quart mayonnaise 
with one cup vinegar and pour over 
the.cabbage. Add six chopped green 
peppers and one teaspoon onion 
juice. Mix thoroughly and serve on 
Crisp lettuce leaves. 

Fruit Cup Cakes (50 Cakes). 

Sift six cups pastry flour (sifted 
once before measuring), add three 
teaspoons baking powder and 
three-fourths teaspoon baking soda, 
and sift together once. Cream one 
cup butter, add two and one-half 


three-fourths cup milk. Add three 
cups mince meat and three tea- 
spoons vanilla and mix thoroughly. 
Pour into greased muffin tins, fill- 
ing one-half full. Bake in a hot 
oven for 20 minutes. (May be 
baked in oblong baking pans in 
moderate oven for 45-50 minutes). 
Porcupine Beef Balls (Serves 50). 
Combine eight pounds’ ground 
round steak, one quart uncooked 
rice, two tablespoons minced onion 
and two tablespoons salt, and mix 
thoroughly.

Use Concord grapes preferably 
for this: Select ripe, firm grapes 


and remove them from the stems, |’ 


discarding all soft ones. Wash the 
grapes in cold water, put in a large 
kettle and mash them with a po- 
tato masher or large spoon. Add 
one cup water to each five pounds 
of grapes and heat slowly to the 
boiling point. Boil gently until the 
seeds loosen and float on top of the 
juice. Strain through a bag of 
double cheesecloth or thin canton 
flannel. Measure the juice and add 
one cup sugar to four cups juice. 
Heat to the boiling point, stirring 
until the sugar dissolves. Boil five 
minutes and pour at once into ster- 
ilized pint or quart preserve jars, 
filling them to overflowing. Seal 
immediately. New rubber rings 
must be used and the jars must 
be air-tight if the juice is to keep. 


Candied Orange Peel. 
Orange peel, if candied and stored 
in a covered jar or can will keep 
a long time. Fresh grated orange 
peel may be used to flavor cake— 
grating just the yellow rind. One 
teaspoon will flavor a large cake.

Seasoning Methods Varied 


It is really remarkable how 
quickly we are willing to accept a 
food when scientists are able to 
show us that it provides some- 
thing absolutely essential to our 
health. The story of liver’s rise 
from obscurity to a place of dis- 
tinction on our dinner tables is one 
of the interesting stories of mod- 


ern food habits. 

Everyone knows now that liver 
contains not only iron but copper 
as well and that these two miner- 
als are controlling factors in keep- 
ing the condition of the blood nor- 
mal, so that there will be no 
tendency toward anemia. 

But we should stress the use of 
liver for several other reasons as 
well. Since the liver is a store 
house for the animal body, we find 
here materials absolutely essential- 
for existence. Here are large 
amounts of body protein, as well 
as a big supply of animal sugar 
called glycogen. Here, too, we find 
more vitamins than in almost any 
other meat, including vitamin A, 
B and G. 

It is important to note that beef 
liver and pork liver are of equal 
value with calves liver. They may 
not be quite so mild in flavor or 
so delicately tender but they usu- 
ally cost just about half as much 
and that means a great deal to the 
housewife’s budget. 

Delicious, Nourishing Food. 

We still have to convince a good 
many people that liver is a deli- 
cious food as well as a nourishing 
one. What we need is a variety in 
methods of serving and seasoning. 
Fried liver and onions may still 
be the favorite dish but there are 
a great many other delicious ways 
of serving this distinctive meat. 

Keep in mind the qualities of the 
product. Its mild but distinctive 
flavor must not be spoiled with 
poor combinations of meat and 
vegetables. Bacon or salt pork give 
it a delicious flavor and such vege- 
tables as potatoes, onions, carrots 
and celery are particularly desir- 
able. Tomato catsup adds to its 
tastiness as does the addition of 
a bouillon cube. 

The absolute lack of fat on the 
liver means adding some fat. Bacon 
or bacon drippings are superior for 
this purpose. 

There are those who object to the 
close, even texture of liver, and who 
prefer to have it ground and mixed 
into an escalloped dish or made into 
a liver loaf. Above all else, use par- 
ticular care not to spoil the delicacy 
of the product by overcooking. 
Brown it carefully, then cook it 
done over a very low fire in a cas- 
serole or a covered pan. Slices will 
not require more than 25 to 30 min- 
utes cooking, but 1% to 2 pound 
pieces will require an hour or more 
of slow baking. 

Here are a few recipes: 

Scalloped Potatoes and Liver. 

One pound liver. 

Four cups of sliced potatoes, 
blanched. 

One onion cut very fine. 

One-half green pepper, minced. 

One and one-fourth teaspoons salt. 

Milk as needed. 

Butter a casserole. Cover the bot- 
tom with a layer of potatoes sliced 
thin; then a layer of the liver sliced 
and cut in portions for serving. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper; re- 
peat until ingredients are used, hav- 
ing potato as top layer. Pour in 
milk to come to the top of the po- 
tato. Let it bake in a 350-degree 
Fahrenheit oven two hours or long- 
er, adding milk as needed. When 
the potatoes are done, there should 
not be an over-supply of liquid in 
the dish, but the liver and potatoes 
should not be dry. Serves six por- 


tions. 


Casserole of Liver. 

One and one-half pounds calves 
liver (one piece). 

One potato. 

One carrot. 

One-half onion. 

Three slices bacon. 

One-half cup water. 

Two teaspoons beef extract. 

One tablespoon catsup. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Cut bacon into one-inch lengths 
and place in a’'frying pan. Dip the 
liver in flour and brown it with the 
bacon cubes. -Place in a casserole, 
add the vegetables cut in one-fourth 
inch cubes and pour over it the hot 
water in which is dissolved the beef 
extract and catsup. Bake in a cov- 
ered casserole for one and one-half 
hours in a 325-degrees Fahrenheit 
oven. Slice for serving. 


PALM BEACH CAKE 


One-half cup shortening. 

Three eggs. 

Three teaspoons baking powder. 

One cup orange juice. 

One and one-half cup sugar. 

Three cups cake flour. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

Cream butter, add sugar slowly 
and beat until creamy. Add beaten 
Sift flour, measure and 
sift again with the salt and baking 
powder. Alternately add the dry 
ingredients with the orange juice 
in which the vanilla was placed. 
Beat after each addition. Fold in. 
stiffly beaten egg whites. Pour 
into two nine-inch cake pans and 
bake 375 degrees F., 25 to 30 min- 
utes.

Make a 
dressing by combining two cups dry 
bread crumbs, two tablespoons melt- 
ed butter, one-fourth cup milk, one 
teaspoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
pepper and six chopped sweet gher- 
kins. Spread a thin layer of it over 
each piece of veal. Roll and fasten 
with skewers or toothpicks. Dredge 
with flour and fry in hot butter 
until a golden brown. Pour two 
cups white sauce over the rolls, 
cover and bake in a moderately hot 
oven (400 degrees Fahrenheit) for 
45 minutes, or until rolls are tender. 
Baste frequently with the sauce or 
turn the rolls two or three times 
during the baking.

Lumber Manufacturers’ Association report- 
ed today that new business, shipments and 
production at the lumber mills of the. coun- 
try during the week ending Sept. 15 were 
higher than the previous. holiday week but 
otherwise lower than the previous four 
weeks. 

Reports from 1330 mills indicated the 
production for the week was 193,013,000 
feet against 183,003,000 for the previous 
week; the shipments were 180,011,000 feet 
compared with 177,444,000 and orders 
received were for 176,017,000 feet com- 
pred with 167,914,000. 

These figures covered poth hardwood and 
soft wood mills. All soft wood regions 
except Western pine reported orders above 
those of the corresponding week of 1933. 
Southern cypress, Northern hemlock, North- 
ern hardwoods and Northeastern hardwoods 
reported orders above production during the 
week, total orders being 9 per cent below 
output.

St. Louisans Build a:Rustic Lodge 
In The Woods To Find Relaxation 


Affected Airs 
: Symbolize Our

EOPLE never seem to have the 
P same idea as to what consti- 

tutes a thoroughly “good time.” 
Bright lights and opportunities to 
wear good clothes go over well with 
some, while others are apt to swing 
in the opposite direction—with an 
idea of getting as close to nature 
as circumstances permit. 


In building a camp in Algonquin 
Park, 200 miles north and east of 
Toronto, Mr. and Mrs. John B. Den- 
vir and their daughter and son-in- 
law, Mr. and Mrs. Julius E. Pierce, 
who in winter live in St. Louis, have 
worked out what they consider an 
ideal arrangement for a thorough- 
going “vacation.” 

This camp, owned jointly by the 
Denvirs and the Pierces, is called 
“Skymount Cove” and is on Cache 
Lake, in the province of Ontario. 
Here there is no “little season,” last- 
ing for a brief few weeks in Au- 
gust. Life at Cache Lake flows on 
with satisfying monotony, from 
June through to early October, with 
the progress of the season on'y to 
be detected in the earlier sunsets 
and the turning of the leaves. 


The main house is set in quite a 
canon, sloping up from the lake, 
and on the left is a scattering of 
sleeping cabins, set back in the 
trees. Behind, begins the gentle 
rise of Sky Mountain, which is large- 
ly pink rock, heavily wooded with 
hemlock, spruce and silver birch. 


In front of the camp, a rough 
lawn slopes down to the shore line 
of the property, which forms a small 
bay or cove. Here in this clearing 
deer come down to the water to 
drink in the carly morning. Now 
that a hint of winter is in the air, 
wolves can be faintly heard, howl- 
ing in the distance, and bear tracks 
are frequently to be seen in the 
neighborhood. 

“Skymount Cove,” as well as all 
the other widely separated camps 
around the irregular shore line of 
the lake, is on property which is 


vice on how to gain weight. I ‘under lease for 21 years from the 


Canadian Government. These 
“camps” are privately owned, most- 
ly by well known families from To- 
ronto and Quebec. During the fall 
season, there is a continuous round 
of house parties, but with always 
the greatest effort made to keep 
everything as simple as_ possible. 
Roughing clothes are worn, as a 
matter of course, when it comes to 
canoeing across Cache Lake, for 
supper at a neighboring camp. In 
summer, to some extent, but always 
at this season of the year, sweat- 
ers, tweeds and leather jackets are 
indispensable’ accessories.

) ee camp has its own individ- 
| 


ual color and when boats from 

several camps are gathered to- 
gether, there is a rainbow assort- 
ment of canoes, cushions, etc. The 
Denvir’s and Pierce’s camp color is 
“canary yellow.” Meals, as a rule, 
are very much of a movable feast, 
for the passing of time means little 
in this country where there are no 
regular appointments to be met. 
Clocks are only of moment when 
someone is planning to run across 
the lake in a motor boat, to meet 
the train at headquarters. The train 
comes in only three times a week. 
Instead of a telephone there is only 
the wind in the pines. 

The Main House at “Skymount 
Cove” is painted a light green 
which blends into the surrounding 
forest. This Main House has a stu- 
dio roof and native stone chimney. 
On two sides, small paned windows 
extend from the floor to the ceil- 
ing and let in all the autumn sun- 
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The setting of the Denvir-Pierce 
camp. 


chested chaise lounges to stretcn 
out on—with a complete intellectual 
range of magazines within easy 
reach. The book shelves are well 
supplied with biographies, travel 
books and the most pressing mod- 
ern fiction, of which the gay cov- 
ers supply a sharp color note to the 
wooden walls. 

In various parts of the room 
there are skins of Harte Beast and 
Chetah or hunting leopard. Massai 
spears, bought in Nairobi from na- 
tive warriors by Mr. and Mrs. Den- 
vir, aré arranged against one wall 
and there is a collection of native 
drums and Senegalese spears, from 
the west coast of Africa. Coal oil 
lamps, on log tables, serve as ade- 
quate bridge table lights. 

The dining room table stands at 
one end of the big room. Candles 
are used here in the evening. There 
is a yellow oil cloth table cover and 
canary color china. Heavy paper 
napkins are used—a first aid to any 
housekeeper who has to send her 
laundry some 50 miles away.

E. drum. A string of bass can be 

caught just far enough off 
shore, with only reasonable diffi- 
culty. During the summer months 
wild raspberries and _ blueberries 
grow in profusion, at no distance 
from the house. All the supplies 
have to be brought from the rail- 
road station at Park Headquarters, 
at Algonquin Park, some 15 min- 
utes away by fast motor boat. There 
is a naive sense of adventure in 
prying open the newly arrived 
boxes—that must be like that ex- 
perienced by missionaries. Fruits 
and vegetables are kept in a cold- 
closet, tucked into the slope behind 
the house. 

All the sleeping cabins are set at 
some distance from each other, so 
that the occupants may suit their 
own fancy about retiring or aris- 
ing. Experience has shown that for 
every guest who lingers over moon- 
light in a canoe, or stays up to see 
the northern lights—there is always 
someone who feels the urge to rise 
and make a pass at plunging into 
the lake, shortly after dawn. 

These cabins are divided into an 
open sleeping section, with adjust- 
able windows with screens, and the 
dressing half, with kerosene heater 


ATING at camp is never hum- 


shine. From the living room, inside, —a very welcome adjunct on a chilly 


these windows give an ever chang- 
ing view of Cache Lake and the sur- 
rounding woods. 

The living room is two stories 
high, with rafters and the to-be- 
expected stone fire place, which 
burns mammoth logs. This fire- 
place occupies almost one whole 
side of the room and has a large 
deer head on either side. Scattered 
about is reed furniture and deep 


September morning. At bedtime, 
everyone finds his or her way from 
the Main House to the sleeping 
cabins, by use of flashlights, with 
which each guest is provided in lieu 
of the traditional candle. Newcom- 
ers at camp are often perturbed at 
night by the wierd call of the loons, 
which are as big as geese and fly 
about emitting a sound, as if 
someone were calling for help. (The

private life of the loons must be 
complicated, for they can fly, walk 
on land, swim and go under water, 
staying indefinitely.) 

All the fauna and flora about 
Cache Lake seem lacking in self- 
consciousness. In summer the rar- 
est forms of wild plant life are 
easy to come upon in the woods ad- 
joining the camp. The birds do not 
go up into trees, as birds might rea- 
sonably be expected to do, but fly 
about the ground under cover of 
the weeds and appear most discon-| 
certingly. Chipmunks have a way 
of hopping onto anybody’s shoulder 
without the slightest encourage- 
ment. The porcupines alone seem 
reserved with humans. Now, after 
several years’ acquaintance, they 
have come to an understanding with | 
the Denvir’s little Boston bull} 
“Blink,” and treat him as merely | 
one of themselves. |

HY play to the gallery? It is 
W the cheap-jack way of winning 

applause. It may seem smart, 
even clever, but in fact it is stupid. 
A man who shows off shows him- 
self up. 
Far better to be natural, genuine, 
real—just yourself, without any 
false airs and antics. The people 
who are really themselves are most 
attractive and lovable. 
After all, if we find it necessary 
to put on special “party manners” 
for the outside world, is it not an 
indictment of ourselves? Something 
must be wrong if we are not satis- 
fied to be our real selves. 
There are lots of people with a 
reputation for charming manners 
in public whose private lives are 
not quite so pretty. They scintillate 
in the limelight. In company they 
strut and pose to perfection, but 
they are far from it at home. 

There .they imagine it “doesn’t 
count” and the thin veneer rubs off. 
They give generously to charity 
when they can do it with a flourish 
in the bright glare of publicity.
